AN  ACT  extending  the  tirne  for  the  redemptioa 
of  certain  lands  in  this  Territory  on  the  Canal 
Grant. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representjtives 
of  the  Territjry  of  Wisconsin. 

§  1.  That  the  time  for  the  redemption  of  all  lands 
mortgaged  to  the  Territory,  which  were  sold  for  taxes  Time  for  re. 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  J®"'P^'*"  **• 
be  and  hereby  is  extended  to  the  first  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  tliat  the 
time  for  redemption  of  all  lands  mortgaged  to  the  Ter- 
ritory which  were  sold  for  taxes  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty  two,  be  and  hereby  is  extended 
to  the  first  day  ot  March  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-six. 

Returned  by  the  Givernor  without  his  approval.  Re- 
considered and  approved  December  12,  1843,  by  the 
Council  unanimously,  thirteen  voting  in  the  affirmalivei 
and  none  in  the  negative.

AN  ACT  to  organize  the  County   of  Portage. 

Beitenicledhy  the  Conncilaiid  House  (f  Bepresentativest 
of  the  Territory  (f  fFisconsm  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  of  Portage  shall  be  and  the 
County  organ,  g a, jjg  jg  [jt^yeby  declared  to  be  an  organized  county, 
and  as  such  the  inhabitants  thereof  shall  h-ave,  possesa 
and  enjoy,  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  which 
are  possessed  and  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  of  other 
counties  of  the  Territory  organized  for  all  purposes  what- 
ever. 

§2.     Said   CQunty   shall   compose   a  part  of  the  sec- 
ond judicial  district,   and  courts  shall  be  held  therein,  to

AN  ACT  to  enable  school  district  number  four 
in  the  town  of  Jancsville  to  lay  a  tax  for  the 
purpose  of  building  or  purchasing  a  scnool 
House. 

Bz  it  en  icted  by  the  Council  and  House  (]f  Represenidtives 
of  the  Territory  of  friscmsin. 

§  1.  The  inhabitants  of  school  district  number  four  ^yj^^ ^^- ^^^^^ 
in  the  town  of  Janesville,  in  the  county  of  Rock,  whoioraite  Tax. 
are  by  law  qualihed  to  vote  at  a  district  meeting,  may 
Tote  to  lay  a  tax  on  the  property  in  said  district  to 
the  amount  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  or  purchasing  a  school  house  in 
said  district. 

§  2.  The  said  tax  shall  be  levied  on  all  the  proper- 
ty in  said  district  real  and  personal  except  such  as  it  by 
law  exempt  from  execution,  and  except  such  as  is  owned 
by  the  said  cour.ty  of  Rock, 

^  4.   In   case  the    said    inhabitants    shall    vote  to  lay 
said  tax,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  said  district'^"  *^«^   *• 
to  assess  said  tax  in  manner  as    above  provided,  and  the*^"®  * 
collector  of  said  district  shall  proceed  to  collect  said  tax 
as  i^   provided  by  law   fir  the  collection  of  taxes  levied 
ior  the  erection  of  School  Houses.

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AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Fox 
River  Improvement  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  0/ Representatives 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  :  ^ 

§  1.  That  the  returns  required  to  be  made  by  the 
clerks  of  the  board  of  commissioners  in  and  by  the  said 
act,  may  be  made  by  the  clerks  of  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors of  the  several  counties  mentioned  in  said  act,  and 
the  time  for  execution  and  delivery  of  the  deeds  in  satis- 
faction of  any  subscriptions  heretofore  made  is  hereby  ex- 
tended to  the  first  Monday  of  March  next :  Provided^  that 
upon  any  subscriber  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  for  the 
stock  standing  in  his  name  upon  said  books  ofsubscrip- 
tion  the  directors  may  allow  the  same  to  be  taken  by  any 
other  person  offering  to  take  the  same  amount  of  stock  in 
bis  stead. 

§  2.  The  lands  conveyed  in  payment  of  stock  to  said 
company  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  until  such  time 
as  they  sliall  be  sold  and  conveyed  b}'  said  crmpany  : 
Frovid:'d,  that  the  stock  created  by  the  conveyance  of  the 
said  lands  as  provided  in  tlie  act  incorporating  said  com- 
pany shall  be  liable  to  taxRtion.

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Cbimcil  and  House  of  Rej)rcsenijiives

Evidence  of        §   1.  That  all  persons  havincj  in  their   possession    any 

^ordc2.^°  "-evidences  of  debt  against   the    Territory   shall    present 

the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  the  Territory,  at  Madison,  lor 

record;    who  shall   record,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by   him 

for  that  purpose,  the  nature  of  the  claims  of  indebtedness 

acknowledged  by  t!ie    Territory,  by    whom    sif^ned    and 

countersigned,  when  dated,  the  several   amounts,  and   to 

whom  payable. 

Auditor  to         §  2.  The  Auditor  shall  place  on   all  vouchers  so  r«* 


ootded  such  mark  or  devices   as  will  prevent  a  second  pIm*  dcvUe. 
registration. 

§  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Territory  shall  cause  to  beSpcTctarj  to 
published  a  correct  copy  of  this  act  in  all  the  weekly^"  **  " 
journals  of  this  Territory,    and  all  proper   charges   for 
publishing  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  any   money  ^ap- 
propriated by  Congress  to  pay  for   printing  the   laws  of 
the  Territory. 

§  4.  The  Auditor  shall  receive  for  the  services  con- 
templated by  this  act  such  sum  as  the   Legislature   may  Compenitiioa 
think  just  and  proper. 

§  5.  The  holders  of  demands  thus  audited  shall  have 
preference   in  payment  over   any   wlio   may   refuse   orP'of«wn«e  of 
neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions   of  this  act,  on  or^***"**' 
before  the  tenth  day  of  January,  1845. 

§  6.  The   clerks  of  the  board  of  county  commission- Clcrk»  of 
CTS  and   the    clerks  of  the    several  Towns    in  this  Ter- J|J^*^' ^•"^^.^ 
ritory  B\>all  immediately  after  the  assessment  rolls  of  their  jmy, 
respective  counties  and  towns   shall   be    completed  and 
equalized,  transmit  to   the  Auditor   an  abstract   thereof 
designating  the  number  of  acres  of  land  assessed  in  such 
county  ;  the  assessed  value  thereof,  designating  so  far  as 
they  can  the  assessment  for  buildings  and  improvements, 
and  the  assessment  for  land   exclusive  of  buildings    or 
improvements,  also  the  assessment  on   personal  property 
and  the  total  amount  of  assessments   in  their   respective 
counties  and  towns,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Audi- 
tor within  the  time  required  by  law  for  him  to  submit  his 
annual  report,  to  report  said  abstract  to  the   Legislative 
Assembly.

AN  ACT  giving  to  Henry,  alias  Henry  Tutt  the 
name  of  Henry  Early. 

Beti  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin : 

§  1.  That  Henry,  alias  Henry  Tutt,  a  coloured  man 
residing  at  Madison,  in  the  county  of  Dane,  in  said  Ter- 
ritory, shall  hereafter  be  known  and  recognized  by  the 
name  of  Henry  Early.

AN  ACT  to  organize  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac 
for  judicial  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
<f  the   Territory  qf  Wisconsin. 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  first  Monday   of  March 
next,  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac  shall  be  organized  for 
judicial  purposes,   and  shall   enjoy  all  the  privileges   of 
other  counties  of  this  Territory. 
CoontiMmt.        §  2.    The  counties  of  Sheboygan,  Calumet  and  Mar- 
uched.  quette  are  hereby  attached  to  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac 

for  judicial  purposes. 

§  3.  The  said  judicial  county,  composed  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Fond  du  Lac,  Sheboygan,  Calumet  and  Marquette 
Distriet  what  shall  remain  apart  of  the  third  judicial  district,  and  the 
compoMd.       courts  therein  shall  be  held  by  the  judge  of  the  said  dis- 
trict, at  such  times  as   shall  be   established  by  law. 

§  4.  The  first  election  of  Sherifif  for  said  judicial  coun- 
ty shall  be  held  in  the  several  counties  before  named, 
Election  when  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  and  thereafter  at  the 
^'^  ^^^^*  time  prescribed  by  law ;  and  the  return  of  said  election 
shall  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
Fond  du  Lac  county,  who  shall  proceed  to  canvass  the 
same  as  the  law  requires. 

§  5.    All  writs,  process,'  appeals,    recognizances,  or 
Write  whore  other  proceedings,  sued,  taken  or  commenced  in  the  dis- 
teturned.        ^^j^l  court  of  Browu  county,  prior  to  the  said  first  Mon- 
day of  March  next,  shall  be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment 
and  execution  issued  thereon  in   the   same  manner  they 
migbt  or   could  have   been  had  this  act  not  passed  ;  and 
execution  on  any  judgment  heretofore   rendered  in  said 
Eieontioni  9l  court,  shall  have  the  like  force  and  effect,   and   may  be 
Judgmenu.     executed  and  returned  by  the   sheriff  of  said   county   of 
Brown,  any  thing  in  any  law  of  the  Territory  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

§  6.  The  county  seat  of  Fond  du  Lac  county  is  here- 
County  leat  by  established  upon  the  north  half  of  the  north-cast 
^^•'•***"*"*^- quarter  of  section  fifteen,  town  fifteen  north,  of  range 
seventeen  east,  in  the  town  of  Fond  du  Lac  :  Providcdy 
a  good  and  sufficient  warrantee  deed,  duly  executed, 
of  a  public  square  for  the  location  of  county  buildings, 
embracing  at  least  ninety  thousand  square  feet ;  and  a 
bond  entered  into  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  tho 


county,  conditioned  to  provide  a  suitable  room  for  hold-  Room  to  bold 
ing  courts  for  tlie  use  of  said  county  for  the  terra  of  tliree  Court*, 
years,  the  whole  to  be  free  of  charge  to  the  county,  and 
lo  be  entered  of  record  in   the    register's   office  of  said 
counly.     But  it  is  herein  furtiier  provided,    that  unless 
such  deed  and  bond,  duly  executed,  shall  be  tlius  record- 
ed on  or  before  the  first  AJonday  ol  March  next,  tl  e  coun- 
ty seat  shall  be  and   remain  as   now  t^stablished  by    law  ; 
and  tiie  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  be  heieby  antiior- 
izfd  to  provide  a  building  for  the  temporary    holding    of 
siK'li  courts  until  county  buildings  shall    be    prepared   at  nniMingtobo 
the  county  seat ;  and  such  building,  thus  pr(»vided,  (a  cer- '"^**'^*"**' 
tifieate  ot  sucli  fact  being   recorded  in  tie  office    of  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors    of  said  county)  shall 
be  deem»*d  to  be  the  court-house  of  said  county. 

§  7.  All  appeals  to  be  taken  in  the    manner    provided  A ppmliwhrn 
by  law,  from  the   decisions  of  tlie    probate    court   pf  the*'»<*^owitkco 
district   composed    of    the  counties    of  Sheboygan    and 
Munitouwoc    shall    be    made    and  returned   to    the  dis- 
trict court  of  Brown  county  any  law  to  the  contrary  not-  * 
wit)j5tanding. 

§  8.  From  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  March  next, 
the  county  of  Marquette  shall    be  organized    for  county  Morqnrtfo  or- 
purposes,  and  the  first  election  for  county  officers  in  said^''*"'^^''  ^"'' 
county  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday   of  April    next,;;;^;"'^ ''"'P^*' 
at  tlie  house  of  S.   W.  lieall,  the  place  appointed    by  law 
f»»r  holding   the    annual  town  meeting  and   the  returns   of  :-\ 
the  election  of  such  county  officers  shall  be   made  to  the 
town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Marquette,  who  is  hereby  aii- 
tiiorized  to  canvass  the  same  and  to  issue  certificates  of 
election. 

§  9.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  ^1^^^.^^^^  .^^ 
wthe  law  requires  for  conducting  town  meetings  and  it  i,ow  held, 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  Fond  du  Lao  county  to  post  up  notices  of  such  elec- 
tion and  also  of  the  town  meeting  of  the  town  of  Mar- 
quette at  two  or  more  places  in  such  county  ten  days  at 
least  before  the  day  of  stich  meeting. 

§  10.  The  several  towns  in   tht*  counties   of  Calumet 
and  Marquette,  and  tlie  county  of  Sheboygan,    sliall    an- 
nually pay  to  the  treasurer  of  Fond  du  Lac  county  eight  Per  rent,  to  bo 
per  centum  of  all  taxes,  except  school  house  taxes,  levied  '],"'!|,p'^f*^'' 
therein,  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of'courts.     And  touru. 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  collectors  of  the  several 
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towns  in  the  counties  aforesaid,  and  of  the  collector  of  the 
county  of  Sheboyjyfln,  to  collert  and  pay  such  perceiitMg^ 
totlie  treasurer  oj  the  county  ofFonddii  Lac,  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  each  year;  and  the  reciipt 
of  such  treasnrtrr  shall  be  a  ;.ood  and  sufficient  voucher  for 
such  amount  in  seltlt^inent  with  the  treasurer  of  his  own 
proper  town  or  county  ;  and  the  collectors  ol  such  towns 
and  counties  shall  be  liable  to  the  count}  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
tinder  their  oftir.ial  bonds,  fi»r  tlie  payinent,  as  aforesaid, 
for  the  per  centage    herein   menticuied. 

§  11.  From  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  March  next, 
all  HSSe5«ments  that  shall  he  made  in  the  county  of  Fond 
du  Lac  for  the  purpose  (»f  raising  taxes,  shnll  embrace 
improvements  on  real  eslat**,  in  addition  to  the  properly 
now  liable  by  law  to  taxation. 

§  12.  The  clerks  of  the  hoards  of  county  supervisors 
of  the  counties  of  Calumet  and  Marquette,  and  li.e  clerk 
of  the  board  of  cotnmissionf-rs  of  Slieboyt^nn  county, 
shall  be  rt'quired  to  forward  to  the  cleik  of  tlie  hoard  of 
supervisors  of  F<»nd  du  Lac  county,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  ofAprd  next,  a  certified  ropy  of  tlie  poll  lists 
of  the  last  annual  election;  and  the  board  of  superi  isors 
of  the  county  of  Fond  liu  Lac,  is  hereby  required  to  uieet 
at  the  clerk's  office  in  said  county  on  some  day  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  May  next,  for  the  putpose  of  preparing  a 
list  of  jurors,  aiul  takintr  any  other  measures  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  pro\isious  of  this  act. 

§  13.  The  clerks  of  the  several  towns  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Fond  du  Lac,  Cahimet  and  Marquette,  ar>d  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  ctMumissioners  of  Sheb(»>gan  ( duntj', 
shall  post  up  notiees  c  f  the  electi«  n  of  sLerift'  for  sueh 
county  at  the  proper  places,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the 
said  day  of  election. 

§  14.  All  that  portion  of  Lake  \Vinnebago  lyii^g 
south  of  a  direct  line  drawn  from  the  p(»int  where  the 
southern  boundary  of  tlie  Brothertown  Reservation  en- 
ters said  lake  on  the  east  to  the  town  line  between  towns 
sixteen  and  seventeen  on  the  west  side  of  said  lake,  is 
hereby  made  apart  of  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac. 

§  15.  The  legal  voters  of  the  county  of  Wini.ebatro, 
shall  on  the  day  of  tlie  annual  town  meeting  in  April  next, 
vote  for  or  against  the  annexation  of  said  county,  to  the 
county  of  Fond  du  Lac  for  judicial  purposes,  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  aach  votes  shall  be  in,  favor  of  tuch  aDoexatioD^ 
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the  clerk  and  moderator  of  such  town  meeting  shall  make 
return  of  such  vote  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors of  Fond  du  Lac  county,   within  ten  days  after  the 
day  of  such  meeting,  and  the  said  clerk  shall  record  such 
returns  in  the  said  supervisors  ortice,  and  when  so  recor- 
ded the  9aid  county  of  Winnebago  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
attached  to  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac,  and  be  subject  to 
all  sucli  provisions  of  law  as  pertains  to  the  otiier  counties 
hereby  attacliefl  to  the  county  nf  Fond  du  Lac;  any  law 
to  the  contrnry  notwithstandinir,  and  it  is  hereby  provided, 
that  if  a   majority    of  the   legal    voters  of  tlie  countits  of  vfajority  of 
Sheboygan  Hiid    Marquette,  shall    in  like    manner  on  the  vuici  to  decide 
first  Tuesday  of  April  next,  vote    against  the  annexation 
of  saiti  counties   to  the   County  of  F«md  du  Lac,  ihen  the 
proviMons  of  tiiis  act  so  far  as  tlie  said  counties  are  con*  ^ 
cerned,  shall  be  of  no  effect,  and    they   shall   remain  as 
now  attached  to  the  county  nf  Brown*

§  1.     That  from  and  after  the  first  dny  of  iMarch  next,  When  to  uk« 
the  county  cif  Oodjro  be  organized   fnr  judicial  purposes/      ** 
and  shall  enj'>y  alltJie  pri\ilegts  of  other  eounties  of  tliis 
Ti-rritory.      It  siiall  form  a  part   of  the  third  judicial  dis- 
Irirt,  and   the  courts  therein   shall    be  held  by  the  judge 
of  the  said  district. 

§  2.  All  writs,  process,  appeals,  recognizanjces,  or 
otlit-r  proi'et-dini»s  ciMnuienced  in  the  dislrirt  court  nfyrorcnScr. 
JefltTSiin  county,  prior  to  the  first  d^ty  of  Marcli  u**xt,,^.iu,,jjb  c.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  CouncU  and  House  of  Bepresentatives 
^the  Terriiory  of  Wisconsin  : 

§  1.  That  all  that  district  of  country  included  in  frac-Bouaduy. 
tional  section  number  thirty-six,  in  township  number  two, 
north  of  range  number  seventeen,  east  of  tfae  fourth 
prineipal  meridian,  and  also  five  acres  of  land  in  a  square 
form  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  north  west  quarter  of 
section  thirty-one  in  township  two  north  of  range  eigh- 
teen east,  in  the  county  of  Walworth,  shall  be  hereafter 
Imown  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  village  of  Ntma* 
Geneva,  and  the  inhabitants  residing,  or  who  may  hereaf- 
ter reside  within  said  limits,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  by  the  name  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  village  of 
Geneva,'^  and  by  that  name  they,  and  their  successors 
forever,  hereafter  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  sucees* 
sion,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  be- 
ingsued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and^^^^ 
being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in 
all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  suits  whatsoever. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  said  village

after,  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  of  the  officers  of  iioa. 
said  village  above  specified,  and  the  trustees  shall  give 
due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of    holding  the  samef 
and  they  or  any  two  of  them  shall  preside  at  the  same.

§  6.  At  all  elections  by  the  voters  of  the  village,  held 
under  this  act,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  ten  o'clock,  Polls  of  slss. 
A.  M.  and  continue  open  until  four  o'clock,  P.  M*  and^'^- 
the  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  a  similar  manner  as 
far  If  may  be  to  the  election  for  delegate  to  Congress.

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A  plurality  of  votes  shall  in  all  cases  decide  the  election* 

§  6.  In  OHse  such  officers  or  any  of  them  shall  not  be 
chosen  on  the  day  herein  appointed  for  the  same,  the  cor- 
poration shall  not  thereby  be  dissolved^  but  vacancies  in 
the  office  of  President  and  trustees  shall  be  filled  at  a 
special  election  by  the  voters  of  the  village,  and  vacan- 
Gtes  in  all  other  offices  by  appointment  by  the  trustees. 

§  7.  All  of  said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the 
first  Monday  of  April  next  after  their  election,  and  until 
others  are  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

§  8.  Every  officer  elected  under  this  act  before  he 
enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  and  within  ten  days 
after  bis  election  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  officei  and  support  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States^  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

§  9.  The  Treasurer  and  Constables  before  they  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  severally  give  bonds 
to  the  Trustees,  in  such  sum  with  such  conditions,  and 
with  such  sureties  as  said  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them 
shall  direct. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  trustees,  to  see  that  all  by-laws  and 
ordinances  are  duly  observed,  and  to  prosecute  all  suits 
which  may  be  necessary  in  the  name  of  the  corporation. 
Clerk's dotj.  §  11*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  record 
of  the  doings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  especially  of  the 
passing  of  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  and  also 
a  faithful  record  of  all  the  doings  and  votes  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  said  village  at  their  annual  and  other  legal  meet- 
ings, and  to  keep  on  file  all  papers  which  may  be  ordered 
by  th^  trustees.  The  records  kept  by  the  clerk  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  all  papers 
duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  frohi  the  records 
of  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees  certified  by  him 
under  the  corporate  seal  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of 
the  contents  of  the  same. 

§  12.  The  Treasurer  ofthe  said  village  shall  receive  all 
moneys  which  may  be  collected  for  the  use  of  the  Corpo- 
ration by  virtue  of  this  act  or  by  virtue  of  any  by-law 
or  ordinance  of  the  Corporation,  or  which  may  arise  from 
any  other  source  and  belong  to  the  corporation  and  give 
to- the  person  paying  the  same  his  receipt  therefor.  All 
moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  by  warrants 
stgntd  by  the  President  by  order  of  the  trustees  and  eoun- 
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tenigned  by  the  Cleric^  who  shall  keep  a  copy  thereof, 
which  warrant  shall  set  forth  for  what  purpose  the  aqiount 
specified  therein  is  to  be  paid.  And  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
pay  out  the  funds  of  the  said  corporation  innooiher  way, 
whatsoever ;  he  shall  keep  just  and  accurate  accounts  of  ajl  KsepaccoMti 
moneys  and  other  things  coming  into  his  hands  as  Trea- 
surer, in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the  corporation  for  that 
purpose,  which  shall  remain  the  property  of  said 
corporation  wherein  he  shall  note  the  time  when  the  per- 
sons from  whom  the  amount  of  the  several  sums  receivedi 
and  the  source  from  whence  the  said  sums  respectively 
arose,  and  in  a  manner  equally  accurate  and  specific,  in 
the  same  book  he  shall  duly  enter  an  account  of  all  sums 
paid  out,  which  book  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  he 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  voters  of  said  village.  He 
shall  as  often  as  they  shall  require,  render  to  the  board  of 
trustees  a  minute  account  of  ail  his  receipts  and  payments. 

§  13.  The  constables  elected  under  this  act  shall  have 
the  same  powers  as  constables  elected  in  towns* 

§  14.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  foUowiog  powers,  to  ConiiaWes.

sale  in  any  manner,  and  if  the  owner  refuses  to  procure 

fluitable  ladders  or  fire-buckets  after  reasonable  notice,  the 

trustees  may  procure  and  deliver  the  same  to  him,  and 

in  default  of  payment  therefor  may  bring  an  action  of 

debt  against  said  owner,  and  be  entitled   to  recover  in 

luch  action,  the  value  of  such  ladders,  or  fire  buckets,  or 

both  with  costs  of  suit,  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gun- Gan  powder. 

powder,  and  other  dangerous  materialSf  to  direct  the  safe 
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eoDstruciion  of  buildings  for  the  deposite  of  asheSi  and 
feverally  to  enter  into,  or  appoint  one  or  more  officers  to 
Eiamiae  bail,  enter  into  at  all  reasonable  times,  and  examine  all  dwelling 
'"**•  houses,  lots,  yards,  enclosures  and  buildings,  of  every  des- 

cription in  order  to  discover  whether  any  of  them  are  in 
a  dangerous  condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  be  put  into  a  safe  condition,  to  compel  the 
owners  of  houses  and  buildings  to  have  scuttles  on  the 
roofs  of  said  houses  and  buildings,  to  regulate  the  manner 
of  putting  up  stoves  and  stovepipes,  to  prevent  fire«,  and 
the  use  of  fire-works  and  fire-arms  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  village,  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  to 
aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  pull,  break  down 
and  raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  fire  as  shall  be 
directed  by  the  trustees  or  any  three  of  them  who  may  be 
present  at  a  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  its  com- 
munication to  other  buildings,  and  any  building  so  des- 
troyed shall  be  paid  for  by  the  corporation,  to  construct 
and  preserve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and  other  water- 
works, and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and  generally  to 
establish  such  other  measures  of  prudence  for  the  pre- 
vention or  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  shall  deem 
proper : 

V.  To  clear  out  and  remove  vegetable  matter  and 
Buisances  from  the  races,  outlets  and  other  waters  in  said 
village,  and  prevent  their  accumulation  in  said  waters  and 
generally  to  take  such  other  measures  for  the  public 
health  as  they  shall  deem'proper : 

yi.    To  prevent,  remove  or  abate  nuisances  : 

VII.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle  and  all 
other  animals,  to  establish  pounds  and  appoint  pound  mas- 
ters and  fence  viewers,  and  prescribe  their  powers  and 
duties,: 

VIII.  To  protect  trees  and  monuments  in  said  village : 

IX.  To  purchase,  hold,   inclose,  lay  out,   ornament 
Bariftlgffooad^and  regulate  a  burial  ground  in  said  village,  and   to  sell 

Jots  therein  and  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead : 

X.  To  establish  and  regulate  markets^and  restrain  sales 
in  the  streets,  to  establish  and  regulate  V  public  scale  and 
appoint  a  weigher  to  attend  the  same,  to  regulate  the 
place  and  manner  of  selling  hay  and  other  grass  com- 
modities : 

XI.  To  suppress  disorderly  and  gaming  houses  and 
devices  for  the  j^urpose  of  gambling ; 
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X[I.  To  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the 
voters  of  said  village : 

XIII.  To  prescribe  the  compensation  of  all  officers  of 
the  Corporation  except  their  own: 

XIV.  To  tax  every  male>esident  of  said  village  above  Poll  ux. 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  under  the  age  of  nfty-five 
yearsy  two  days  labor,  or  in  lieu  thereof  two  dollars  to  be 
appropriated  in  improving  the  roads  and  streets  of  said 
village,  under  the  direction  of  such  persons  as  they  may 
appoint. 

XV.  Upon  the  application  of  the  owners  of  two  thirds 
of  the  lots  on  any  street  or  on  one  side  of  any  block,  to 
levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  on  the  owners  ofthe  lots  on 
such  street  or  part  of  street  according  to  their  respective 

parts  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  cross  walk  or   a  side  Side-walka. 
walk  alonv  the  same. 

XVI.  To  organize  school  districts  in  said  village,  to  8ob«»^«- 
receive  the  money  coming  from  the  town  or   county  for 

the  benefit  ofthe  scholars  in  said  village,  and  generally  to 
have  full  control  over  all  pubKc  schools  in  said  village 
and  to  take  such  measures  for  the  benefit  of  public  in- 
struction as   they  may  deem  proper. 

XVII.  To  make,  pass,  ordain  and  establish  such  by- By.lawii  tad 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations   not  repugnant  to   the  0'<lin»n««» 
laws  of  this  Territory,  or  to  the  laws  and  constitution  of 

the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
tlie  provisions  of  this-  act,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  but 
no  such  ordinance  or  by-law  shall  take  effect  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  published  three  weeks  successively 
and  to  repeal  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  16.  The  said  trustees,  as  often  as  they  shall  make  or 
publish  any  by-laws,  regulations  or  ordinances,  may  or^ 
'  dain  and  provide  such  reasonable  fines,  forfeitures  and  pen-  p^nei how  ool- 
alties  upon  the  offenders  against  any  such  by-laws,  regu-lected. 
lattons  or  ordinances,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  be  prose- 
cuted and  recovered  before  any  Justice  ofthe  Peace   or 
court  having  cognizance  ofthe  same,  in  the  nance  of  the 
corporation,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  corporation,  and  in 
any  such  action  it  shall  be  lawful  to  declare  generally  in 
debt  for  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  and  to  give  the  special 
matter  in  evidence,  and  the  defendant  may  plead  the  gen- Pleadingi. 
tral  issue  and  give  the  special  matter  in   evidence.    All 
expenses  incurred  in  prosecuting  for  the  recovery  of  ftny 
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penalty  or  forfeiture,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  corporation, 
and  all  penalties  and  forfeitures,  when  collected  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  village,  also  to 
remit  such  fines  or  penalties  or  any  part  thereof. 

§  16.  The  affidavit  of  the  printer  of  the  publication  of 
any  by*-laws  or  ordinances,  or  the  affidavit  or  oath  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  corporation  of  the  putting  up  notices,  by-laws, 

t»c«?  ^  °*^  or  ordinances  as  required  by  this  act  shall  be  sufficient  proof 
in  all  courts  and  elsewhere  tliat  such  by-laws,  notices  and 
ordinances  were  properly  published  or  posted  up. 

§  17.  Whenever  by  this  act  the  publication  of  any  by- 
law or  ordinance  is  required,  the  same  shall  be  published 

OidioanM      in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  village,  if  there  be  one,  for 

hov  pttbliihtd  three  weeks  successively  ;  if  there  be  no  newspaper,  then 
the  same  or  copies  thereof  shall  be  posted  up  by  the  clerk 
in  three  public  places  in  said  village  three  weeks,  which 
shall  be  sufficient  publication* 

Qnorain.  §  18.  Any  three  of  said  trustees  shall  be  a  quorum  for 

the  transaction  of  all  business,  but  no  by-law  or  ordinance 
shall  pass  unless  three  of  said  irustees  concur  therein. 

Competency.  §  19.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  Judge,  Jus- 
tice, witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant 
or  freeholder  in  the  said  village,  in  any  action  or  pro- 
ceeding in  which  said  village  is  a  party  or  interested. 

Who  exempt.  §  20.  £very  inhabitant  of  said  village  belonging  to  any 
fire  company,  or  hook  and  ladder  company  therein,  shall 
be  e3(empt  from  serving  on  Juries,  and  from  doing  mili- 
tary duty  except  in  case  of  war,  invasion  or  insurrec- 
tion. 

§  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the   trustees,   before  the 

Finaoce.  annual  election,  to  publish  a  full  and  correct  statement  in 
detail,  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  by  said  trustees 
for  said  village,  during  the  past  year. 

§  22.  The  following  property  shall  not  be  taxed  by 
virtue  of  any  law  or  ordinance  adopted  by   the  authority 

^  of  said  village  of  Geneva,  namely  :  the  property   of  tike 

Not  taxable.  United  States,  of  this  territory,  of  Walworth  county,  of 
said  village,  and  of  all  incorporated  literary,  benevolent, 
charitable  and  scientific  institutions,  every  public  library, 
school  house,  and  house  for  public  worship,  every  acad- 
emy or  other  seminary  of  learning,  and  the  lots  on  which 
any  of  such  buildings  are  situated,  and  all  property  which 
is  by  law  exempt  from  sale  on  executions. 

§  83.  AU  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits 
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of  the  Tillage,  not  isxempted  as  above,  shall  be  subject  toT«x4bl«  prop, 
taxation.     Personal  property  shallbe  construed  to  include^'^T* 
all  goods,  chattels,  moneys  and  effects,  all  stocks  in   any 
moneyed  corporation,  and  debts  due  from  solvent  debtors, 
over  and  above  the  amount  of  debts  owed  by  the  owner  of 
personal  property  as  above  specified. 

§  24.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect annually  a  tac  on  ail  property  subject  to  taxation  m 
said  village,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  one  dollar  on  every  lUto  of  tax. 
one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessment  valuation  thereof. 

§  26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  during  the 
month  of  January  and  February  of  each  year,  to  make 
out  an  asseMment  roll,  in  which  they  shall  set  down  the  Tax  rellboir 
names  of  all  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  village,  and  °***'*  ®"*- 
the  names,  so  far  as  they  can  be  ascertained,  of  non  resi- 
dents who  shall  own  real  estate  therein,  and  the  descrip- 
tion, quantity  and  value  of  all  the  property  subject  to 
taxation  in  said  village,''and  then  to  give  one  weeks  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  at  which  they  will  meet  to 
equalise  and  correct  said  assessment  roll,  and  when  said 
assessment  roll  shall  have  been  completed,  it  shall  be 
certified  by  at  least  two  of  the  assessors  as  a  true  assess- 
ment roll  of  all  the  property  subject  to  taxation  in  said 
village,  and  immediately  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  the 
said  village* 

§  26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  annually  upon 
receiving  the  assessment  roll  as  aforesaid,  to  lay  the  same 
before  the  trustees  for  their  consideration,  relative  to  the 
rate  per  centum  of  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  current  year,  *  P«'««a*' 
and  when  the  said  trustees  shall  have  determined  the  rate 
per  centum  to  be  taxed,  on  the  assessed  value  of  proper- 
ty, as  contained  in  the  assessment  roll  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  in  the  month  of  March,  to 
make  out,  in  accordance  with  such  determination,  a 
schedale  of  all  the  property  as  contained  in  said  assess- 
ment roll  together  with  the  names  of  the  owners  thereof 
when  known  annexing  to  each  lot  or  other  kind  of  prop-» 
erty  the  amount  of  tax  which  shall  be  chargeable  on  the  Tax  lirt. 
same  agreeably  to  the  assessment  as  returned,  and  the  rate 
per  centum  of  taxation  as  fixed  by  the  trustees,  which 
ichedule  shall  be  called  the  tax  list,  and  shall  be  recorded  in 
a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for  that  purpose.  And  said  tax 
list  or  the  record  thereof,  shall  either  of  them  be  c^^^lu- j^^^^^ 
sive  evidence  of  the  amount  of  corporation  taxes  assessed 
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for  the  current  year,  in  which  the  fame  shall  be  made 
out  and  dated. 

§  27.  It  f  hall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  complete  the 
Clerk  to  deliv.  tax  Hst  as  aforesaid^  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Treasu* 
«r  tftz  lilt,  rer  in  the  month  of  March|  and  make  a  record  of  such  de« 
livery  in  the  book  where  such  list  shall  be  recordedi 
which  record  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such  deliv- 
ery,  and  the  tax  assessed  on  real  estate^  shall  be  a  lien  on 
the  same  from  the  first  day  of  April  next  after  the  assess- 
ment of  any  tax,  until  such  tax  shall  be  paid,  together 
with  all  penalties  and  costs  which  may  accrue  thereon, 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  28.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  tax  list  as  aforesaid  and 
during  the  month  of  April  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trea- 
Uctod.**^  ^' surer  to  give  public  notice  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said 
village  if  there  is  one,  and  if  none,  then  by  posting  up  no- 
tices in  three  public  places  in  said  village,  that  such  tax 
list  has  been  committed  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  collect- 
ing the  tax  thereon,  and  that  be  will  receive  payment  for 
taxes  at  his  office  until  the  last  day  of  August  then  ensu- 
ing, subject  to  a  deduction  of  five  per  centum  if  paid  be- 
fore the  said  last  day  of  August. 

§  29.  If  the  taxes  are  not  paid  to  the  treasurer  on  or 
before  the  said  last  day  ol  August,  he  may  proceed  to  col- 
May  mU.  lect  the  same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chat- 
tels of  the  persons  chargedi  giving  six  days  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  sale,  by  written  notices  set  up  in 
three  public  places  in  said  village. 

§  30.  In  case  the  tax  on  any  lot  or  other  piece  of  land 
DeUnqnent  on  ghall  remain  unpaid  on  the  said  last  day  of  August,  and 
there  are  no  goods  or  chattels  of  the  person  charged 
therewith  to  be  found  in  said  village,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Treasurer  to  make  out  a  general  advertisement 
stating  that  all  lots  and  other  pieces  of  land  upon  which 
the  taxes  have  not  been  paid,  will  be  sold  by  him  at  a 
Bow  and  certain  time  and  place  to  be  therein  mentioned,  for  the 
wheoaold  for.  purpose  of  paying  the  taxes  which  may  be  assessed  there- 
on together  with  all  costs  and  other  liabilities  which  shall 
accrue  by  advertisement  and  sale  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  Said  advertisement  shall  be  published 
four  successive  weeks,  commencing  in  the  month  of  Sep-

A  MEMORIAL  to  Congress  for  the  improyement 
of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  Rivers. 

To  the  Honor abk  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States : 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter* 
ritory  of  Wisconsin  respectfully  sheweth  : 

That  conceiving  the  improvement  of  the  Fox  and  Wis-^ 
consin  Rivers,  by  the  creation  of  slack  water  navigation 
through  the  rapids  of  the  Fox,  and  by  removing  the  bars 
and  other  obstructions  to  the  free  passage  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin river,  to  be  of  vast  consequence  to  the  growth  and 
prosperous  prosecution  of  an  inland  trade,  this  subject  is 
again  urgently  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  Congress. 
This  route  is  the  only  natural  one  by  which  a  free  navi- 
gation may  be  opened  between  the  Lakes  and  the  Missis- 
sippi, and  has  been  noted  by  travellers  as  such  for  nearly 
two  centuries  past.  Your  memorialists  believe  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  this  channel  of  communication  so 
long  and  favorably  known,  should  be  regarded  as  of  na- 
tional importance,  and  an  appropriation  made  for  its 
speedy  completion.

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MEMORIAL  to  Congress  for  a  donation  of  land 
to  improve  the  Grant  Slough. 

To  the  Honorabk  the  Sena  te  and  House  of  Sepreseniaii'ves 
of  the  United  States  of  •/America  in  Congress  assembled: 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin  respectfully  represents  : 

That  a  large  portion  of  the  town  of  Potosi,  a  flourishing 
and  rapidly  growing  village  near  the  Mississippi  River,  is 
situated  on  section  thirty-four  in  town  three  of  range  three 
west  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian  in  the  Mineral  Point 
land  district  and  that  said  section  has  never  been  reserved 
for  sale  by  the  United  States  authorities  although  other 
lands  in  the  vicinity  have  been  in  market  for  several  years, 
and  that  the  numerous  persons  occupying  portions  of  said 
section  have  no  legal  title  to  their  possessions.  Congress 
have  in  numerous  instances  when  particular  tracts  of  the 
public  domain  have  been  similarly  situated,  passed  laws 
securing  to  the  occupants  a  pre-emption  right  to  their 
possessions  at  reasonable  prices,  and  providing  for  the 
sale  of  the  remainder  of  the  tracts,  and  appropriating  the 
proceeds  of  the  land  for  the  improvement  of  the  town. 
Such  was  the  action  of  Congress  with  reference  to  the 
towns  of  Galena,  in  Illinois,  Burlington,  Fort  Madison, 
Bellevieu,  Dubuque  and  Peru,  in  Iowa  Territory,  and 
Mineral  Point  in  this  Territory. 

Tour  memorialists  further  represent  that  the  Mississip- 
pi River  is  navigable  by  Steam  Boats  for  many  hundred 
miles  above  Potosi,  and  that  a  large  commercial  business  is 
done  at  Potosi  which  is  rapidly  increasing,  but  that  be- 
tween the  Steam  Boat  landing  of  said  town  and  the  chan- 
nel of  the  River  is  a  long  narrow  peninsula,  which  in  high 
water  becomes  an  Island,  and  extends  about  three  miles 
below  the  landing  formed  by  the  waters  of  Grant  River 
which  reach  the  bottom  grounds  of  the  Mississippi  about 
two  miles  above  the  landing  and  then  sluggishly  continue 
their  course  paralell  and  near  to  the  Mississippi  until  they 
finally  unite  with  the  channel  of  that  river  about  three 
miles  below  the  landing  and  from  what  is  called  the  Grant 
River  Slough  or  Boyou,  and  forming  also  the  peninsula 
before  alluded  to,  at  or  near  the  head  of  which  is  low 
ground  which  in  high  water  is  submerged   transforming 
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the  peninsula  into  an  island  although  there  is  an  abun*' 
dance  of  water  in  the  SJough  for  all  boats  that  navigate 
the  river.  Yet  as  there  is  no  passage  from  it  to  the  River 
at  its  upper  end,  boats  in  order  to  come  to  the  landing 
are  obliged  to  enter  it  at  its  lower  extremity,  and  then  re- 
turn by  the  same  route  to  the  main  river,  whereas  if  a 
passage  were  cut  through  the  peninsula  at  the  upper  end, 
the  Mississippi  River  would  run  through  the  Slough  fur- 
nishing a  channel  for  boats,  going  up  and  down  directly 
past  the  landing. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  that  Congress  will 
donate  to  the  Territory  the  section  of  land  before  mention- 
ed to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Territory  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  navigation  of  the  Grant  River  Slough,  and 
securing  to  settlers  on  it  a  right  of  pre-emption  to  their 
possessions  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  reasonable. 

And  your  memorialists  will  ever  pray,  &c.

MEMORIAL  for  a  re-appropriation  of  certain 
monies  to  complete  a  Light  House  on  Grassy 
Island  near  the  mouth  of  the  Fox  River. 

To  the  Honordbk  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bq)resentaiives 
of  the  United  States  : 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin,  respectfully  represents : 

That  the  erection  of  a  Light  House  at  or  near  the 
southern  extremity  of  Green  Bay  is  necessary  to  make 
the  entrance  at  the  mouth  of  Fox  River  by  boats  and 
vessels,  at  all  times  safe  and  commodious.  For  several 
miles  below  the  junction  of  that  river  with  the  Bay,  the 
vessel  channel  is  narrow  and  circuitous,  being  hemmed 
in  on  either  side  by  extensive  flats,  difficult  to  avpid  in 
thick  weather  or  in  the  night.  The  construction  of  a 
Light  on  Grassy  Island  would  in  a  great  measure  obviate 
the  difficulty,  and  make  the  harbor  at  all  times  accessible. 

An  appropriation  for  that  purpose  was  made  by  an  act 
of  Congress  passed  July  7th,  1838,  which  has  never  been 
expended  as  contemplated  by  the  act,  but  has  reverted 
to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.     Since  the  passage 
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of  that  act  the  commerce  of  Green  Bay  has  been  gradual- 
ly increasing,  and  the  number  of  boats  and  vessels  arriving 
and  clearing  at  said/point  during  the  last  season,  is  believ- 
ed to  be  double  that  ot  any  previous  year.  The  necessity 
therefore  of  such  a  work  is  much  increased  since  the  date 
of  appropriation. 

Your  memorialists  ask  that  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  appropriated  by  act  of  July  7th,  1838,  to  construct 
a  Lighthouse  on  Grassy  Island,  and  which  has  not  been 
expendedi  may  be  re-appropriated  to  the  same  object,  and 
your  memorialists  will  ever  pray,  &c.

MEMORIAL  to  Congress  for  the  indemnification 
of  Elbert  Dickerson. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senciic  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States^  in  Congress  assetnbled : 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin  respectfully  shews : 

That  sometime  in  the  month  of  December  1839  that  a 
band  of  Winnebago  Indians  consisting  of  about  seventy 
persons  and  coming  from  the  west  side  of  the  Wisconsin 
river,  a  region  to  which  the  Indian  title  had  not  been  ex- 
tinguished, forcibly  entered  and  took  possession  of  the 
buudings  and  farm  of  £lbert  Dickerson  of  Columbus  in 
Portage  county  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  on  the  east 
side  of  Wisconsin  river,  that  such  possession  was  retained 
by  the  said  Indians  until  some  time  in  March  following,  du- 
ring which  time  they  subsisted  upon  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Elbert  Dickerson  until  the  whole  was  exhausted. 

Your  memorialists  further  show  that  the  damage  sus- 
tained by  the  said  Elbert  Dickerson,  by  reason  of  such 
occupationof  his  farm  and  consumption  of  his  provisions 
was  very  great.  The  wheat  alone  consumed  by  them  a- 
mounted  to  twelve  hundred  bushels,  of  the  value  as  esti- 
mated by  six  sworn  appraisers  of  nine  hundred  and  seventy 
dollars. 

Believing  that  under  the  act  of  June  30, 1834,  common- 
ly called  the  Indian  intercourse  act,  his  losses   would  be 
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refunded)  he  applied  to  the  War  department  for  redress 
and  compensation. 

His  application  to  that  department  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  his  case  did  not  come  within  the  provisions 
of  that  act,  and  that  therefore  the  department  could  not 
issue  an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  claim  out  of  the 
Indians'  annuity. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  recommend  the  case  of 
this  claimant  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  your  Honor- 
able bodies,  and  trust  that  the  guaranty  of  the  United 
States  given  in  the  aforementioned  act  for  the  eventual 
indemnification  of  persons  whose  property  has  in  such 
manner  been  taken,  stolen  or  destroyed,  will  be  made 
available  for^the  benefit  of  this  claimant.

MEMORIAL  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
relative  to  a  United  States  road  from  Prairie  du 
Chien  to  La  Pointe  on  lake  Superior. 

To  the  Honordbk  the  SenaU  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States^  in  Ckmgress  assembled: 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Wisconsin  respectfully  shows : 

That  the  business  of  an  important  portion  of  this  Ter- 
ritory requires  the  laying  out  of  a  road  leading  from 
Prairie  du  Chien  to  La  Fointe  on  Lake  Superior. 

Your  Memorialists  further  state,  that  the  proposed 
road  will  touch  the  principal  tributary  rivers  of  the 
Mississippi  at  points  where  mills  for  the  manufacture  of 
lumber  are  now  establishedi  and  will  furnish  a  commu- 
nication by  land  with  Fort  Snelling  and  the  St.  Peters 
river,  now  only  accessible  by  water  in  sum;ner,  and  by 
means  of  the  ice  of  the  frozen  river  in  winter. 

Your  memorialists  further  suggest,  that  the  increasing 
importance  and  value  of  the  copper  region  on  Lake  Su- 
perior furnishes  a  cogent  reason  for  the  laying  out  of  the 
road  in  question ;  its  proposed  route  being  on  the  natural 
ridge  between  the  Kickapoo  river  and  the  Mississippi, 
Ana  not  varying  more  than  five  miles  from  a  due  north 
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course,  thereby  diminishing  the  distance  between  the 
Mississippi  and  Lake  Superior  as  at  present  travelled, 
more  than  two  hundred  miles. 

The  liberality  evinced  by  your  honorable  bodies  in  ma- 
king appropriations  for  the  improvement  of  roads  and 
harbors  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Territory,  encoura- 
ges your  memorialists  to  hope  that  the  attention  of  your 
Fionorable  bodies  will  be  directed  to  this  interesting  por- 
tion of  our  common  country,  that  all  constitutional  nreans 
will  be  adopted  to  develope  its  immense  resources,  that 
the  power  of  the  general  Government  may  be  brought  to 
co-operate  with  individual  exertion,  too  feeble  without 
such  aid,  to  overcome  the  obstacles  which  nature  inter- 
poses in  these  regions  to  the  full  developement  of  their  re- 
sources.

tia of  Wisconsin,  and  that  the  Captain  of  said  troops  of 
Dragoons  upon  receiving  said  arms  shall  execute  to  the

Be  ^  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
qftke  Territory  of  Wiscomin: 

•  §  1.  In  any  gait  hereafter  to  be  brought,  when  there 
are  two  or  more  defendants  residing  in  different  counties 
of  the  Territory,  the  same  may  be  commenced  in  the 
coanty  where  either  of  the  defendants  may  reside  or  be 
found,  and  process  may  be  issued  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  original  process,  to  the 
county  or  counties  where  the  other  defendant  may  reside 
or  be  found,  which  shall  be  served  by  the  oflScer  to  whom 
the  same  may  be  directed,  and  returned  to  the  court  from 
which  it  issued  :  Provided^  That  if  the  plaintiff  shall  not 
be  a  resident  of  the  Territory,  and  a  majority  of  the  de- 
fendants shall  not  be  residents  of  the  county  in  which  suit 
shall  be  commenced  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  in  the  power 
of  the  court  upon  the  application  of  one  or  more  of  the 
defendants  to  remove  the .  cause  for  trial  to  tlie  county  in 
which  he  or  eitherof  them,  (as  the  case  rnay  be)  may  re- 
side.

§  1.  Tliat  all  duties  required  by  law  to  be  performed 
by  Shcriflni  in  relation  to  elections  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  bo  performed  in  the  county  of  St.  CroiXy 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of 
said  county,  and  the  performance  of  said  duties  by  the 
said  Clerk  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  in  law  as  if  per- 
formed by  the  Sheriff. 

§  2.  The  proceedings  of  the  Clerk  of  the  board  of 
County  Commtssion?rs  of  said  county  of  St.  Croix  in 
opening  the  returns  and  making  abstracts  of  the  votes

out  the  funds  of  the  corporation  in  no  other  way  whatever.  He  shall 
keep  just  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  moneys  and  other  things 
coming  into  bis  hands  as  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the 
corporation  for  that  purpose,  and  which  shall  remain  the  property 
of  said  corporation,whenever  [wherein]  he  shall  note  the  time  when, 
the  person  from  whom  the  amount  of  the  several  sums  receded  and 
tbct  source  from  which  the  said  sums  respectively  are,  and  in  a 
manner  equally  accurate  and  specific,  in  the  same  book,  he  shall 
duly  enter  an  account  of  all  sums  paid  out,  which  book  shall  at  all 
reasonable  times  be  opened  to  the  inspection  of  the  voters  of  said 
village.     He  shall,  as  often  as  they  shall  require,  render  to  the 
bcMrd  of  trustees  a  minute  account  of  all  his  receipts  and  pay- 
ments. 

Sbc.  13.     The  constables  elected  under  this  act  shall  have  tho 
same  powers  as  the  constables  elected  in  towns, 

Sxc.  14.     The   trustees  shall  have  the  following  powers,  ^<^PovferoftTn9^

oies,  to  regulate  ttieit  government,  and  the  time    and  manner  of 
their  exercise,  to  provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for   the  extin- 
guishment of  fires,  to  require  the  owners  of  buildings  to   provide 
and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets  wiiicU  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  bo  appurtenances  to  the  rcalestatc^  and  exempt  from 
seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any  manner,  and  if  the  owner   refuses 
to  procure  suitable  ladders  or  fire  buckets  after  reasonable  notice, 
the  trustees  may  procure  and  deliver  the  s  imo  to  him,  and  in  de- 
fault of  payment  therefor,  may  bring  an  action  of  debt  against

cause  such  as  muy  be  dangerous  to  be  put  into  a  safe  condition  : 
to  compel  the  owners  of  houses  and  buildings  to  have  scuttles  on 
the  roofs  of  said  houses  and  buildings:  to  regulate  the  manner  of 
putting  up  stoves  and  stove  pipes:  to  prevent  fires  and  the  tiso  of 
fireworks  and  fire  arms  wiihin  the  limits  of  snid  village :  to  compel 
the  inhabitants  of  said  village  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires» 
and  to  pull,  breakdown  [md]  razosuch  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of 
fires  as  shall  he  directed  by  tiiu  trustees  or  any  three  of  them  who 
may  be  present  at  a  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  its  commti- 
nication  to  oilier  bnildings,  and  any  buildings  so   destroyed  shall 
be  paid  for  by  thecorjioraiion;  to  construct  and  preserve  reservoir?, 
pumps,  wells  and  other  water  works,  and  to  rcijulate  the  use  there- 
of, and  generally  to  cst«iblish  such  other  measures  of  prndenae  for 
the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires  as   they  shall  deem 
proper.

f«oeoiaiWeo  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembledi  respect- 
Iblfy  dieweth: 

That  a  large  tract  of  land  situated  in  the  most  fertile  portion 
ttf  WifConBin  was  granted  in  the  year  183^,  by  Congress,  to  this 
Territory,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  Milwaukee  and 
Jloek  |UfM  Oanak  That  the  idea  of  making  such  a  canal  has. 
long  Iwon  abaodooed  by  a^l  as  inexpedient;  that  «id  tract  is  now 
oecufiied  by  many  entcrpxiiatng  settlers  who  are  suflpring  nnder 
ill  tbo  calamiUes  which  a^ttcnd  the  want  ox  uocertaii^ty  of  title  ta, 
tbeir  bouses  and,  fanns. 

TtkO  want  ui  tide  to  tt^fl  Istrge  tract  of  1804^  in  the  finest  sec*, 
tfaa  of  ovr  Texriloryt  greatly  retard^  tbo8ett^m.en.t  and  iroprovef 
iMyU  of  tbo  country,  liio  ostabtishmeBt  of  et^ols,  tjie  construe^ 
lion  of  foadHyftDd  all  othcc  works  which  add  to  the  advancomool 
•f  aoctaty. 

Yoqr  meinprialiBtSt  wsih  o  desire  to  benefit  that  portion  of  citi- 
sofii  aa  far  an  was  vkbia  ittotr  powar,  passed  aa  act»  oa  the  94th 
daf  «f  Fabfiiw  lait,.aiHliOKi2inf  a  aala  of  eaid  laadf,  at  tba  mmr 
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imam  price  of  one  dollar  and  twent^v-fira  eente  per  acre,  provided 
the  eatne  should  be  approved  by  yoar  hoaorable  body. 

We  beg  leave,  tberefote,  moat  urgently  to  eali  yo«r  attenlioB  lo 
taid  act,  and  to  the  condition  of  tbeae  settlers.

That  Congress  by  an  act  entitled  **  an  act  granting  a  section  of 
land  for  the  improvement  of  Grant  river  at  the  town  of  PotosJ^ 
in  Wisconsin  Territory,''  approved  June  10,  1844,  appropriated 
to  tlie  said  Territory  section  thirty-fouf,  in  township  three,  of 
range  three  west,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  Grant  Rtver 
Slough,  which  is  a  bayou  of  the  Mississippi  River,  upon  the  north

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Honae  of  Representatives  in 
CoDgreae  assembled : 

Tbe  morobnal  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  tbe  Teiritorj  of 
Wioconsin  respectfally  f  boweth,  That  the  convenience  and  inier« 
est  of  quite  a  portion  of  tbe  people  of  this  Tenitory  will  clearly 
justify  tbe  establishment  of  a  mail  route '  from  Prairievillei  Mil- 
waukie  county,  through  Pewaukie  via  Clark^s  Mills  and  Episcopal 
Meeting  House,  in  Lisbon,  Warren,  town  ten  (10)  to  Rubicon 
Post  Office,  on  the  mail  route  from  Mili;vaukie  to  Fond  du  Lac, 
distance  thirly-fiye  miles. 

Your  memorialists  would  represent  that  this  route  is  situated  in 
tbe  midst  of  a  portion  of  Territory  that  has  springing  up  in  its 
course  several  villages,  one  in  particular,  viz:  Clark^s  Mills,  and 
the  country  through  which  it  passes  is  rapidly  settling,  the  inbab- 
iiants  of  which  are  laboring  under  great  inconvenience  arising 
itom  tbe  want  of  a  direct  thail  route. 

iToiir  memorialists  would  therefore  pray  your  honorable  body 
to  establisH  a  post  rbutis  oii  the  line  and  touching  tbe  points  afore* 
said,  authoriiing  tbe  mail  to  be  carried  on  said  route  once  a  week 
until  it  shall  be  found  necessary  to  increase  the  nomber  of  trips 
thereon.

tospectfully  pny  (hftl  the  laat  aforesaid  mail  tvaHf  may  be  eilab- 
liibed  by  law. 

Your  memerialisiB  would  further  represent  that  the  ioteieili  ef 
the  country  require  the  establishment  of  a  mail  route  from  S<Mith- 
port  to  JanesyiUe  in  the  county  of  Rock;  also  a  mail  route  fiom 
Southport  by  the  way  of  Pike,  Sylvania  and  Rochester,  to  Water- 
ford  in  Racine  county,  and  we  therefore  pray  that  said  routes  be 
established. 

Your  memorialists  further  represent  that  the  interesteofthe 
country  require  the  establishment  of  a  mail  routo  from  Potoii  to 
PlattevillOi  in  Grant  countyi  and  that  a  mail  be  carried  on  said 
route  three  times  per  week. 

And  your  memorialists  further  represent  that  the  public  con- 
venience demands  the  establishment  of  a  mail  route  from  Moa- 
vooi  in  the  county  of  Greeny  by  the  Way  of  Greenville  to  tbe 
Blue  Mounds  in  the  county  of  Dane;'  also,  tbe  establishment  of 
a  mail  route  from  Milton  Post  Office  to  Cottage  Grove  by  the  way 
of  Goodrich's  Ferry,  on  the  territorial  road,  to  Madison. 

And  your  memorialists  would  further  represent  that  the  public 
interest  requires  thai  a  mail  route  be  established  from  Madison 
via.  Watertown  and  Milwaukee . 

And  also  a  mail  route  from  Madison  by  the  nearest  and  most 
direct  route  to  Prairie  du  Chieh. 

And  from  Prairie  du  Chien  by  the  nearest  and  most  direct  route 
to  Cassville,  in  Grant  county.

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A  MEMORIAL  to  Congress  relative  to  the  even 
sections  on  the  Canal  Reserve. 

To  the  honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentatlTea  of 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled : 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislati?e  Assembly  •f  the  Tef ritory  of 
WisconsiUi  respectfully  represents : 

That  by  act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  16th.  day  of  JunOi 
1638,  a  quantity  of  land  was  appropriated  to  [the  Territory  of 
Wiscoosiny  for  tbi»  purpose  of  aiding  in  building  a  canal  to  con- 
neei  the  waters  of  Lake  Michigan  with  those  of  Rock  River; 
that  by  said  act  all  the  sections  within  five  miles  on  each  side  of 
the  route  of  said  canal,  numbered  with  odd  numbers,  wero  ap- 
propriated for  this  purpose ,  and  the  Territory  prohibited  from  sell- 
ing the  same  at  a  less  price  than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
acre,  and  at  the  same  time  the  even  numbered  sections  were 
raised  in  price  to  the  same  amount;  that  owing  to  unforeseen  dif* 
ficulties  but  slight  progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of 
the  canal,  and  the  work  has  been  abandoned.  The  increase  in 
the  price  of  the  lands  has  greatly  retarded  the  settlement  of  ihat 
portion  of  country  and  deprived  the  settlers  in  a  great  degree  of 
the  facilities  and  advantages  which  society  alone  can  give.  And 
in  consideration  of  the  abandonment  of  the  canal,  it  is  highly  im« 
portant  to  the  interest  of  the  canal  settlers  and  the  Tenitory  at 
large,  that  the  even  numbered  sections  belonging  to  the  General 
Government  should  be  reduced  to  the  minimum  price  of  one  doU 
lar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  and  brought  into  market  im* 
mediately;  thus  securiog  each  settler  a  title  to  his  farm  on  an 
<5qual!ty  with  others  who  have  purchased  land  of  the  General  Qov- 
eraraent  off  the  canal  grant. 

Your  memorialists  ask  your  honorable  bodies  to  pass  a  law  at 
the  present  session  of  Congress,  reducing  the  even  numbered 
MCtioni of  the  canal  grant  to  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
per  acre,  and  also  grant  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  all  settlers 
thereon.

MEMORIAL  to  Congress  on  the  s^ibject  of  a  Pen- 
itentiary. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatifes  of  the  Untied 
States  in  Congress  assembled: 

The  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Territory 
of  Wisconsin,  by  their  memorial  to  your  honorable  body,  would 
respectfully  represent: 

That  great  inconvf^nicnee  is  experienced  in  the  administration 
of  the  criminal  laws  for  the  wnnt  of  a  suitable  place  for  the  con- 
finement of  offenders.  Thus  far  in  the  progress  of  the  civil  gov- 
ernment of  this  Territory,  the  pUccs  set  spurt  for  that  purpose, 


jiajre  consisted  of  temporary  buildings,  constructed  uf  the  most 
ordinary  materials,  and  which  have  proved  upon  trial,  entirely  in* 
*  adequate  to  effect  the  intended  object ;  that  the  common  jail  sys- 
tem in  itself  is  insufficient  lo  answer  the  ends  of  justice,  and  the 
Immane  objects  which  should  be  kept  constantly  m  view  in  fhe. 
punishment  of  criminals,  must  be  ubvious  from  the  fact  that  ei^- 
ercise  and  moral  training  is  entirely  neglected.  This  system  i^ 
unjust  and  oppressive  in  iis  operations  upon  those  counties  which 
are  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  criminal  convictions  occur  withii^ 
their  limits.  The  benefit  derived  from  the  punishmenis  in  these 
cases  are  shared  equaMy  by  the  whole  community  and  the  expens- 
es should  be  as  equally  borne.  Experience  has  shown  tlie  supe- 
riority of  the  penitentiary  system  over  all  others,  both  (or  the  pro* 
tection  of  the  public  and  the  benefit  of  the  criminal. 

Your  memorialists  would  therefore  earnestly  solicit  the  atten- 
tion of  popgress  to  the  subject,  and  ask  that  an  appropriation  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  nuiy  be  made  at  the  present  session 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  penitentiary  in  this  Territory. 

Your  honorable  body  must  be  sensible  of  the  importance  of  ti^e 
institotioA  and  of  the  present  inability  of  the  ^ople  of  this  T^et* 
ritory  to  bear  the  expense,  and  it  is  respectfulljf  submitted  wbeth-; 
er  the  welfare  of  this  community  does  not  appeal  forcibly  m  be- 
half of  the  appropriation  solicited  at  the  hands  of  the  General 
Government.

exceed  ten  thousand  dollars ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make  and  alter 
from  time  to  time  such  bye-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  government  of  said  institution,  its  officers  and  ser- 
vants :  Provided^  such  bye-laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  territo- 
ry ;  also,  to  have  power  to  confer  on  those  whom  they  may 
deefh  worthy  all  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  con- 
ferred in  colleges  and  like  institutions  in  the  United  States. 

Sec  2.  There  shall  be  at  all  times  thirteen  trustees  of 
said  corporation,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  oomtimte  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business.  No  religious  tenets  or 
opinions  shall  be  requisite  as  a  qualification  for  the. office  of 
trustee,  except  a  full  belief  in  divine  revelation ;  nor  of  any 
students  shall  any  religious  tenet  be  required  to  entitle  them 
to  all  the  privileges  of  the  institution  ;  and  no  particular  te- 
nets, distinguishing  between  the  different  christian  denomi- 
nations, shall  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  professors  in 
said  institution,  and  no  student  shall  be  required  to  attend 
religious  worship  with  any  specific  denomination,  except  as 
specified  by  the  student  himself,  his  parents  or  guardiaiis. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  institute  shall  be  located  on  Fox 
river,  between  Little  Kaukalau  and  the  foot  of  Winnebago 
lake,  at  such  place  as  the  trustees  shall  select,  and  shall  be 
erected  on  a  plan  sufficiently  extensive  to  afford  ample  facil- 
ities to  perfect  the  scholar,  it  being  understood  that  at  no 
time  are  they  required  to  exceed  the  means  under  their  con- 
trol. 

Sec  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  their  first 
meeting  at  Fond  du  Lac  within  six  months  after  the  passage 
of  this  act :  Provided,  a  majority  should  fail  of  meeting,  the 
minority  shall  have  authority  to  organize  and  adjourn  to  such 
place  and  time  or  times  as  they  may  judge  proper  to  seeing  a 
majority  of  the  board,  who  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  presi- 
dent, two  vice  presidents,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  Aall 
be  termed  the  executive  committee  of  said  board,  and  have 
power  to  execute  all  business  of  the  corporation  committed 
to  them  by  the  bye-laws  of  the  institute.

The  register  and  receiver  shall  deliver  all  patents  issued  on 
sales  heretofore  made,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  on  th^ 
surrender  of  the  original  certificate  of  sale  ;  and  all  mortga- 
ges in  the  hands  of  the  register  and  receiver,  executed  to  the 
territory  under  acts  passed  prior  to  the  year  1845,  shall  be 
cancelled  and  released  on  the  payment  of  one  dollar  an'l 
twenty-five  cents  per  acre  upon  tlie  lands  embraced  in  saii 
mortgages,  including  pa}Tnents  hefetofore  made  theieoa. 
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Sbc.  2.  the  register  and  receiver  shall  proceed  to  sell  all  Canal  lands 
the  lands  granted  to  the  territory  of  Wisconsin  to  aid  in  the  g^ld. 
constractioQ  of  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  river  canal  which 
remain  unsold,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  hereby 
amended  ;  the  first  sale  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Monday 
of  June  next,  and  public  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  for 
three  months  prior  to  said  day  of  sale,  in  two  weekly  news- 
papers printed  in  the  county  of  Milwaukee. 

Sec.  3.  Section  seventeen  of  the  act  hereby  amended, 
and  so  much  of  the  first  section  as  relates  to  the  prohibition 
of  a  sale  by  act  of  congress  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Eepresentatives 
iff  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin : 

Sbction  1.    That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  male  persons  Wbo  may  be 
of  full  age  of  any  church  or  congregation  in  communion  with  *°^°'P°''*^® 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  territory  of  Wiscon- 
sin, who  4uill  have  belonged  to  such  church  or  congregation 
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for  the  last  twelve  months,  and  who  shall  have  been  baptized 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  or  shall  have  been  re- 
ceived therein,  either  by  the  right  of  confirmation,  or  by  pur- 
chasing or  hiring  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  church,  or  by  some 
joint  act  of  the  parties  and  of  the  rector,  whereby  they  shall 
have  attached  themselves  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  not  already  incorporated,  at  any  time  to  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  incorporating  themselves  under  this  act,  and  by  a

rector,  then  by  any  other  person  belonging  to  such  church  or 
congregation  ;  and  that  the  said  rector,  or  if  there  be  no  rec- 
tor, or  he  be  absent,  then  one  of  the  church  wardens  or  ves- 
trymen, or  any  other  person,  called  to  the  chair,  shall  preside 
at  such  first  election,  and,  together  with  two  other  persons, 
shall  make  a  certificate,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  of  the

previous  thereto ;  that  all  elections  shall  be  held  immediately

•  iuirch  or  congregation,  so  incorporated  or  formed,  or  in  his

.^iiall  preside,  and  receive  the  votes  of  the  ^electors,  and  be- 
the  returning  officer,  and  decide  all  questions  of  the  right  to 
vote;  and  the  proceedings  of  every  such  elec'ion  shall  be 
entered  in  a  book  of  the. minutes  of  the  vestr}-,  and  be  signed 
In'  such  presiding  oiFicer,  and  by  as  many  of  the  elector.-? 
present  as  such  presiding  oiilcer  may  deem  proper ;  and  in 
case  there  should  be,  from  any  cau.^e,  no  election  at  sucli 
aiiuual  election,  then  the  officers  of  such  church  or  congrega- 
tion shall  hold  over  until  the  next  annual  election,  or  till  a 
special  election  sliuU  be  called  by  such  vestry,  or  church,  i»r 
con^Tfegation,  Avhich  may  be  done  by  notice  to  be  given  as  ia 
case  of  election  to  fill  vacancies.  Such  wardens  and  vestry- 
'ncn,  so  chosen  at  any  election,  shall  hold  their  offices  until

power  to  call  and  induct  a  rector  over  such  church  orcongre-

(d,  however^  that  no  meeting  of  such  wardens  and  vestrymen 
"hall  be  held^  unless  a  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  wri- 
ting, at  least  three  days  previous  thereto,  under  the  hand  of 
the  rector,  or  one  of  the  church  wardens  ;  and  that  no  such 
board  shall  be  competent,  unless  the  rector,  or  one  of  the 
wardens,  and  a  majority  of  the  vestrymen  be  present,  to 
transact  business.

the  same,  and  for  a  parsonage  and  a  school  house,  and  to  ere.-t 
all  such  buildings  thereon  proper  and  suitable  for  such  church, 
or  houbc  of  worship,  and  par.<onage  and  school  house,  and  to 
purchase,  take  by  gift,  or  devise,  or  otherwise,  any  real  es- 
tate or  other  property,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of,  or  lease  iht' 
i-anio.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  male  persons  of  full  a;:e 
C.r.'f-rniKi;  belonging  to  any  other  church,  congregption  or  religious  s(h 
t  cMot  Other  ciety, now  or  hereafter  to  be  established  in  this  territory,  ami 
diuretics.  liQt  already  incorporated,  to  assemble  at  the  church,  meetiiiL' 
house,  or  other  place  wliere  they  statedly  attend  for  divin  • 
worship,  and  by  a  plurality  of  votes  to  elect  any  number  oi* 
discreet  persons  of  their  church,  congregation  or  society,  uot 
less  than  three,  or  more  than  nine  in  number,  as  trustees  to 
take  charge  of  the  estate  and  property  belonging  thereto,  and 
to  transact  all  affairs  relative  to  the  temporalities  thereof; 
and  that  at  such  elections  every  male  person,  of  full  age,  who 
has  statedly  worshipped  with  said  church,  congregation,  or 
society,  and  has  been  formerly  considered  as  belonging  there- 
to, shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  said  election  shall  be 
conducted  as  follows :  The  minister  of  said  church,  congre- 
gation, or  society,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  or  absence,  one  O' 
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the  elders  or  deacons,  church  wardens  or  vestrymen  thereof, 
and  for  want  of  such  officers,  any  other  person,  being  a  mem- 
ber, or  a  stated  hearer  in  said  church,  congregation,  or  socie- 
ty, shall  publicly  notify  the  congregation,  of  the  time  when, 
and  the  place  where,  the  said  election  shall  be  held,  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  day  of  election  ;  that  the  said  notifica- 
tion shall  be  p^iven,  for  two  successive  sabbaths,  or  days  on 
which  said  church,  congregation,  or  society  shall  statedly 
meet  for  public  worship,  preceding  the  day  of  election,  that 
on  the  said  day  of  election  two  of  the  elders  or  church  ward- 
ens, and  if  there  be  no  such  officers,  then  two  of  the  members 
of  said  church,  congregation,  or  society,  to  be  nominated  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  present,  shall  preside  at  such  elec- 
tion, receive  the  votes  of  electors,  be  the  judges  of  tlie  qual- 
itications  of  such  electors,  and  the  officers  to  return  the  names 
of  the  persons,  who,  by  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  as  trustee??  for  said  church,  congregation,  or  society; 
and  the  said  returning  officers,  shall  immediately  thereafter 
certify,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons elected  to  serve  as  trustees  for  snid  church,  confrreira- 
tion,  or  society,  in  which  certificate  the  name  or  title  by  which 
the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shdll  forever  thereafter 
be  called  and  known,  shall  be  particularly  mentio\ied  and 
described,  which  said  certificate,  being  proved  or  acknowl- 
edged, as  above  directed,  shall  be  recorded  as  aforesaid;  and 
such  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  also  thereupon,  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  or  title  expressed  in  such  certificate,  and  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  immunities,  and  privileges  conferred  upon  church- 
es by  the  second  section  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  restrictions  and  provisions  contained  in  said  section, 
and  the  register  of  deeds  of  every  county  for  recording  every  / 

<!ertificate  of  incorporation  by  virtue  of  this  act,   shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  fee  of  seventy-five  cents,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  4.     That  every  church,  congregation,   or  society  in- 
corporated under  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  this  act,  Bye-laws. 
shall  have  power  to  enact  bye-laws  for  its  government  and 
prescribe  the  term  of  office  of  its  trustees  and  other  officers.

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Sec.  5.  Every  church,  congregation,  or  society  incorpora- 
lloponl  to  be  ^^^  under  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  this  act,  shall 
''•'pt.  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  ordinances,  bye-laws, 

rules,  meetings  and  proceeding?  thereof;  and  of  the  name'* 
of  all  persons  who  shall  be  elected  officers  thereof,  and  of  all 
moneys  received,  paid  out  or  expended  by  them,  or  any  of 
them,  in  and  about  the  affairs  thereof:  which  record  shall  b- 
always  open  to  the  inspection  of  its  members,  and  shall  b/ 
admitted  in  all  courts  as  evidence  of  the  matters  therein  sla- 
ted.

In  case  such  officers,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  be  ^^"^  ^V" 
chosen  on  the  day  herein  appointed  for  the  same,  the  corpo- filled, 
ration  shall  not  thereby  be  dissolved ;  but  vacancies  in  the 
office  of  President  and  trustees  shall  be  filled  at  a  special 
election  by  the  voters  of  the  village,  and  vacancies  in  all 
other  offices  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  trustees. 
But  in  case  any  vacancies  should  remain  in  electing  the  pres- 
ident or  either  of  the  trustees,  by  reason  of  a  tie  vote  at  any 
meeting,  the  said  meeting  may  be  adjourned  from  day  to 
day,  to  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  place,  until  such  va- 
cancies shall  be  filled. 

Sec.  7.     All  of  said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  Terra  oi 
year,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in  their 
stead. 

Sec.  8.     Every  officer  elected  under  this  act,  and  before  he  Oath  of  office, 
shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath 
faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  to  support 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  Wis- 
consin. 

Sec.  9.     The  treasurer  and  constable,  before  they  enter  Treasurer 
upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  severally  give  bonds  to  to  give  bonds, 
the  trustees,  in  such  sum,  with  such  conditions,  and  with 
such  sureties,  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  direct. 

Sec  10.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  Duty  of 
at  all  meetings  of  the  trustees,  to  see  that  all  bye- laws  and^'^^'*^  ^"^' 
ordinances  are   duly  observed,  and  to  prosecute  all  suits 
which  may  be  necessary  in  the  name  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  record  theDaty  of  clerk, 
proceedings  of  the  first  meeting,  after  being  duly  certified  by 
the  moderator  and  clerk  of  the  meeting ;  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  doings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  especially  of  the  bye- 
laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations ;  and  also  a  faithful  record 
of  all  the  doings  and  votes  of  the  inhabitants  at  their  annual 
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and  other  legal  meetings,  and  to  keep  on  fild  all  papers  which 
may  be  ordered  by  the  trustees.  The  records  kept  by  the  clerk 
shall  be  evidence  in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  all 
papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records 
of  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified  by  hkn,  un- 
der the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  the 
contents  of  the  same. 

Sbc.  12.  The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall  receive  all 
monies  which  may  be  collected  for  the  use  of  the  corporation 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  by  virtue  of  any  bye-law  or  ordinance 
of  the  corporation,  or  which  may  arise  from  any  other  source 
and  belong  to  the  corporation,  and  give  the  person  paying 
the  same  his  receipt  therefor.  All  monies  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  treasury  by  warrants  under  the  corporate  seal, 
signed  by  the  president,  by  order  of  the  trustees,  and  coun* 
tersigned  by  the  clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  registry  thereof; 
which  warrant  shall  set  forth  for  what  purpose  the  amount 
specified  therein  is  to  be  paid  ;  and  the  said'  treasurer  shall 
pay  out  the  funds  of  the  corporation  in  no  other  way  what- 
soever ;  he  shall  keep  a  just  and  accurate  account  of  all 
monies  and  other  things  coming  into  bis  hands  as  treasurer, 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the  corporation  for  that  purpose, 
and  which  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  corporation, 
wherein  he  shall  note  the  time  when,  the  person  from  whom, 
the  amount  of  the  several  sums  received,  and  the  source  from 
whence  the  said  sums  respectively  arose  ;  and  in  a  manner 
equally  accurate  and  specific,  in  the  same  book,  he  shall  duly 
cnter  an  account  of  all  sums  paid  out ;  which  book  shall  at 
all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  voters  cf 
said  village ;  he  shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  they  shall 
require,  render  to  the  board  of  trustees  a  minute  account  of 
all  his  receipts  of  payment  and  disbursements. 

Sec.  13.  The  constable  elected  undei*  this  act  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  receive  the  same  compensation  as  the 
constables  elected  in  towns. 

Sec.  14.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  following  powers,  to 
wit: 

1.  To  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  plea* 
sure.  / 
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2.  To  purchase,  hold,  or  convey  any  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, for  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

3.  To  make,  open,  keep  in  repair,  grade,  improve,  or  dis- 
continue streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  sewers,  and  side- 
walks ;  to  keep  them  free  from  incumbrances,  and  to  protect 
them  from  injury. 

4.  To  organize  fire  companies,  hook  and  ladder  compa- 
nies ;  to  regulate  their  government,  and  the  times  and  man- 
ner of  their  exercise  ;  to  provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires  ;  to  require  the  owners  of  build- 
ings to  {(rovide  and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets, 
which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real 
estate,  and  exempt  from  seizure,  distress,  or  sale  in  any  man- 
ner ;  and  if  the  owner  shall  refuse  to  procure  suitable  ladders 
or  fire  buckets,  after  reasonable  notice,  the  trustees  may  pro- 
cure and  deliver  the  same  to  him,  and  in  default  of  pa3rment 
therefor,  may  bring  an  action  of  debt  against  said  owner, 
and  be  entitled  to  recover  in  such  action  the  value  of  such 
ladders  or  fire  buckets,  or  both,  with  costs  of  suit;  to  regu- 
late the  storage  of  gunpowder,  and  other  dangerous  materi- 
als; to  direct  the  safe  construction  [of  a  place]  for  the  de- 
posit of  ashes,  and  severally  enter  into,  or  appoint  one  or 
more  officers  to  enter  into,  at  reasonable  times,  and  exam- 
ine all  dwelling  houses,  lots,  yards,  enclosures,  and  builds 
ings  of  every  description,  in  order  to  discover,  whether  any  of 
them  are  in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may 
be  dangerous  to  be  put  into  a  safe  condition ;  to  compel  the 
owners  of  houses  and  buildings  to  have  scuttles  on  the  roofs 
of  said  houses  and  buildings,  if  deemed  necessary ;  to  regu- 
late the  manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove  pipes ;  to  pre- 
vent fires,  and  the  use  of  fire-works  and  fire-arms  within  the 
limits  of  said  village,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they  may  think 
proper ;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  to  aid  in 
the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  pull,  break  down,  and 
raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  [th^]  fire  as  shall  be 
directed  by  the  trustees,  or  any  four  of  them  who  may  be 
present  at  a  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  its  communi- 
cation to  other  buildings;  and  any-imildings  so  destroyed 
shall  be  paid  for  by  the  corpoifttion ;  to  cmatruct  and  pre- 
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serve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells,  and  other  water  works,  and 
to  regulate  the  use  thereof ;  and  generally  to  establish  other 
measures  of  prudence  for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment 
of  fires  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

6.  To  clear  out  and  remove  vegetable  matter  and  nuisan- 
ces from  *the  creeks,  rivers,  and  other  waters  in  said  village, 
and  prevent  other  accumulations  in  said  waters ;  and  gene- 
rally take  such  other  measures  for  the  public  health  as  they 
shall  deem  proper. 

6.  To  prevent,  abate,  or  remove  nuisances. 

7.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  and  all  other 
animals ;  to  establish  pounds,  and  appoint  pound  masters  and 
fence  viewers,  and  to  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties. 

8.  To  protect  trees  and  monuments  in  said  village. 

9.  To  purchase,  hold,  own,  and  lay  out  grave  yards  or  ce- 
meteries, and  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  to  make 
and  enforce  any  regulation  or  ordinances  relating  to  the 
same. 

10.  To  establish  and  regulate  markets,  and  restrain  sales 
in  the  streets ;  to  establish  and  regulate  a  public  scale,  and 
appoint  a  weigher  to  attend  to  the  same ;  to  regulate  the 
place  and  manner  of  selling  hay,  and  other  gross  commod- 
ities. 

11.  To  suppress  disorderly,  lewd,  or  gaming  houses,  and 
devices  for  gambling. 

12.  To  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  voters  of 
said  village. 

13.  To  prescribe  the  compensation  of  all  officers  of  said 
village,  except  their  own. 

14.  To  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  all  such  property  as  is 
now  or  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  town  and  county  taxes : 
Provided^  that  all  taxes  in  any  one  year  for  corporation  pur- 
poses shall  not  exceed  one  per  centum  on  the  property  as- 
sessed :  And  provided  aUo^  that. taxes  levied  for  the  purposes 
herein  contemplated  shall  be  levied  upon  the  assessment 
roll  as  made  by  the  town  assessor  in  the  month  of  May  an- 
nually. 

15.  To  tax  every  m^le  resident  of  said  vilbge,  above  the 
age  of  twenty-one  yean,  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  yean.

two  days  labor,  or  in  lieu  thereof  two  dollars  in  money,  to 
be  appropriated  in  improving  the  roads  and  streets  of  said 
village,  under  the  direction  of  such  person  as  they  may  ap- 
point. 

16.  To  appoint  a  board  of  health  when  in  their  opinion  it 
shall  be  necessary,  who  shj^ll  possess  all  necessary  power  to 
prevent  the  taking  or  spreading  of  any  infectious,  innoxious, 
contagious,  or  pestilential  disease  or  epidemic  within  said 
town ;  to  establish  a  hospital  or  asylum  for  the  sick,  and  re- 
move any  person  who  may  be  affected  with  any  such  disease 
or  epidemic  to  any  such  hospital  or  asylum. 

17.  To  licence  and  regulate  groceries,  victualling  houses, 
taverns,  shows,  public  exhibitions,  and  theatrical  and  other 
entertainments,  and  also  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  strong  li- 
quors, within  said  town  ;  and  to  fix  such  rate  of  licences  as 
ihey  may  think  proper :  Provided,  however,  that  the  board  of 
trustees,  nor  any  other  boafd  of  excise,  shall  have  power  to 
i^rant  licences  for  the  sale  of  strong  or  spirituous  liquors,  or 
wines,  er  any  mixtures  thereof,  within  said  village,  to  be 
drank  in  any  grocery,  store,  or  victualling  house,  nor  in  any 
tavern,  Unless  such  tavern  shall  have  suitable  accommoda- 
tions for  the  traveler ;  and  all  sums  received  for  such  licen- 
<^es  shall  be  paid  into  the  village  treasury,  to  be  used  for  cor- 
porate purposes. 

18.  To  make,  pass,  ordain,  and  establish  such  bye-laws, 
ordinances,  and  regulations,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of 
Wisconsin,  or  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States, 
Tor  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
act  as  they  may  deem  proper  ;  but  no  such  bye-law,  ordi- 
nance, or  regulation  shaH  take  effect,  or  be  in  force,  until  the 
same  shall  be  published  three  weeks  successively  in  some 
public  newspaper,  or  posted  up  for  the  same  length  of  time 
in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said  town ;  and  to  repeal, 
alter,  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec  15.     Tire  said  trustees,  as  often  as  they  shall  make  Trustee?  may 
any  bye-laws,  'ordinances,  or  regulations,  may  ordain  and  JJ^i^.^  ^^' 
provide  such  reasonable  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  upon 
the  offenders  against  the  same,  as  l]|ey  shall  deem  proper, 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  any  one  offbice,  to  be  pros- 
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ecuted  and  recovered  hefore  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  court 
having  cognizance  of  the  same,  in  the  name  of  the  corpora- 
tion, to  and  for  the  use  of  the  corporation ;  and  in  any  such 
action  it  shall  he  lawful  to  declare  generally  in  deht  for  such 
penalty  or  forfeiture,  and  the  defendant  may  plead  the  gene- 
ral issue,  and  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence.  All  ex- 
penses incurred  in  prosecuting  for  the  recovery  of  any  pen- 
alty or  forfeiture  shall  he  defrayed  hy  the  corporation ;  and 
all  penalties  and  forfeitures,  when  collected,  shall  he  paid  to 
the  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  village.  Also,  to  remit  such 
fines,  or  forfeitures,  or  penalties,  or  any  part  thereof. 

Sec.  16.     The  affidavit  of  the   printer,  of  the  publication 
of  any  bye-laws  or-  ordinances,  or  the  affidavit  of  the  clerk  of 
pubHcaifon  of  ^^®  corporation,  of  the  putting  up  notices,  bye-laws  or  ordi- 
bye-Iaws.       nances,  as  required  by  this  act,  shall  he  sufficient  proof  in  all 
courts  and  elsewhere,  that  such  notices,  bye-laws  and  ordi- 
nances were  properly  published  or  posted  up. 

Sec  17.  Any  four  of  said  trustees  shall  be  a  board  for  the 
transaction  of  all  business,  but  no  bye-law  or  ordinance  shall 
pass  or  be  of  force,  unless  four,  at  least,  of  said  trustees 
shall  concur  therein. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  judge,  jus- 
tice, witness,  or  juror,  by  reason  o^  his  being  an  inhabitant, 
or  freeholder  in  the  village  of  Fond  du  Lac,  in  any  action  in 
which  said  village  is  a  party  or  interested. 

Sec  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  before  the 
annual  election,  to  publish  a  full  and  correct  statement,  in 
detail,  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  by  said  trustees,  for 
said  village  for  the  proceeding  year. 

Sec  20.  For  the  purpose  of  levying  any  tax  by  said  cor- 
poration, the  clerk  thereof  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of 
June,  upon  the  completion  of  the  same,  procure  from  the  as- 
sessors of  the  town  of  Fond  du  Lac,  a  copy  of  the  assessment 
roll  of  all  property  liable  to  taxation  within  the  limits  of  said 
corporation,  certified  by  one  or  more  of  the  assessors  as  a 
true  copy  thereof,  and  lay  the  same  before  the  trustees  of 
said  village,  which  co^  so  certified  shall  be  the  assessment 
roll  for  said  corporation  for  the  year  in  which  the  same  shall 
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be  made: '  Prrmied,  that  the  trustees  of  said  village  shall 
hare  the'same  power,  and  he  subject  to  the  same  restrictions 
and  regulations  for  correction  of  errors  and  omissions  in  the 
same,  as  are  prescribed  to  town  supervisors  in  relation  to 
town  assessments  by  section  fifteen  of  an  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  government  of  the  sever- 
al towns  in  this  territory,  and  for  the  revision  of  county  go- 
vernment,'* approved  April  15, 1843.

Sec.  3.  All  the  corporate  powers  of  the  said  company 
shall  be  exercised  by  a  board  of  trustees,  and  such  officers, 
clerks,  and  agents  as  they  may  appoint.  The  board  of  [trus- 
tees shall  consist  of  twenty  persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
citizens  of  this  territory.  They  shall  elect  a  president  and 
vice-president  annually,  who  shall  be  members  of  this  corpo- 
ration, and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  others  are  elected  in 
their  stead ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  declare  by  bye- 
law  what  numbet  of  trustees  less  than  a  majority  of  the 
whole  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.

That  the  business  and  rights  of  an  important  portion  of  this 
territory  imperiously  demand  a  United  States  road  from 
Prairie  du  Chien  to  La  Pointe,  or  some  other  place  on  Lake 
Superior-  Believing,  as .  your  memorialists  do,  that  no  road 
could  be  laid  out  of  greater  importance  to  the  future  welfare 
of  our  territory  than  one  connecting  the  valuable  copper  re- 
gions of  Lake  Superior  with  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi ; 
and  believing  that  the  citizens  of  La  Pointe  county  are  enti*

To  His  Excellency^  James  K.  Polk^  President  of  the  United 

States : 

The  memorial  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Repreaenta- 
tives  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin respectfully  represents : 

That  by  the  late  proclamation  issued  for  the  sale  of  lands 
in  the  Mineral  Point  land  district,  in  the  territory  of  Wiscoib* 
sin,  to  be  held  at  Mineral  Point,  in  this  territory,  on  the  24th 
day  of  May  next,  a  large  number  of  tracts  of  land  ara  into- 
claimed  for  sale  which  were  entered  at  the  Mineral  Pbiot 
land  office  several  years  since,  some  of  them  as  early  as 
1834,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  reg« 
ulating  the  sales  of  the  public  lands.  Some  of  diese  laods 
too,  which  are  so  againproclaimed  for  sale,  were  entered  l^ 
pre-emption,  and  scnaie  were  purchased  at  public  sale^  at  pri^ 
ces  ranging  from  one  dollar  and  twentyfive  cents  to  sixty 
dollars  and  upwards  per  acre ;  and  wiiateTer  value  nay  ai^ 
tach  to  them  has  been  created  by  the  labor,  and  improve* 
meats  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  the  country,  who,  eomiBg  ima 
our  territory  at  an  early  day,  and  exposed  to  peculiar  haxd- 
ahipe  and  privations,  have  by  their  own  hands  sabdoed  tke 
forests,  cultivated  the  pmiriea,  opened  the  minee,  ( 
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the  toads,  ei^eeted  the  sc)»>ol  houses,  and  prepared  the  way 
for  the  advancemeat  and  diffusion  of  ciyilization,  science, 
and  the  arts. 

As  the  meet  injarious  and  distressing  consequences  would 
result  to  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  this  territory,  if 
the  lands  so  entered  and  paid  for  should  be  again  disposed  of 
at  public  sale,  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  territory  of 
Wisconsin  deem  it  an  act  of  duty  to  the  people  residing  in 
the  said  land  district  to  address  Your  Excellency  in  their  be* 
half. 

Tour  memorialists  regard  the  welfare  of  any  one  portion 
of  the  territory  as  intimately  connected  with  the  growth  and 
prosperity  ctf  the  whole,  and  therefore  that  whatever  con* 
ceros  the  people  of  the  western  portion  affects  more  or  less 
the  people  of  all  other  portions  of  the  territory. 

Of  the  highest  importance  to  the  settlers  of  the  country  is* 
the  tenure  by  which  they  hold  their  lands.  If  the  tenure  be 
fixed,  certain  and  stable,  industry  is  encouraged,  permanent 
improvements  are  made,  and  a  settled  and  thrifty  population 
occupy  the  soil.  But  where  lands  are  held  by  an  uncertain, 
capricious  tenure,  industry  languishes,  improvements  are  re- 
tarded, and  the  population  is  changing  and  unsettled.  These 
evils,  which,  to  no  inconsiderable  extent,  have  for  many 
years  existed  in  a  portion  of  this  territory,  are  now  threatened 
to  be  increased  and  aggravated  by  the  proposed  sale  of  lands 
which  years  ago  were  entered  at  the  Mineral  Point  land 
ofiSce. 

If  there  have  been  occasional  instances  of  fraud  in  the 
entry  of  lands,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the  judicial 
tribunals  are  aloue  the  jvoper  sources  to  investigate  the  evil 
and  apply  the  remedy;  and  that  to  expose  again -to  sale  the 
lands  embraced  in  the  said  proclamation  which  have  been 
once  entered,  without  such  entries  having  been  set  aside  by 
a  decree  of  a  competent  judicial  tribunal,  would  be  making 
the  innocent  purchaser  suffer  from  the  acts  of  the  fraudulent, 
and  would  be  fraught  with  injustice  and  ruin  to  a  large  num- 
ber who  have  violated  no  law,  and  who  are  not  obnoxious  to 
the  alighlM  efaarge  of  ha:ring  wronged  or  deftaoded  the 
goTemment* 
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Your meiiKmaliste wte pefsuaded  that diff^ffsdof  imolber 
public  sale  of  lands  which  have  once  been  'entered,  would  be 
but  still  further  to  unsettle  the  titles  of  knd  in  the  western 
porticm  of  Wisconsin,  create  yexatious  litigatioa,  promote 
distrust  and  disaffection,  and  disturb  the  pnl^lic  peace.  It 
could  not  fail  also  to  have  a  tendency  le  diminish,  materially 
the  sales  of  land  never  before  offered,  as  a  general  feeling  of 
insecurity  would  pervade  the  minds  of  the  settlers  of  that 
portion  of  the  country  as  to  die  teauve  by  which  they  hold 
their  lands  purchased  of  the  government,  and  a  constant  ap- 
prehension be  felt  that  on  some  change  in  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  general  land  office,  or  of  the  general 
government,  their  purchases  of  land  might  be  again  regarded 
as  invalid,  and  after  years  of  labor  and  large  sums  of  money 
eiqpended  upon  them,  might  be  again  exposed  to  public  eale^ 
and  themselves  and  their  families  reduced  to  penury  and 
ruin.  The  disastrous  effects  of  such  a  state  of  things  upon 
the  prosperity  of  our  territory,  now  about  emerging  from  ter- 
ritorial d^endence  to  the  position  of  a  sovereign  state,  can- 
not fail  to  be  obvious  to  Your  Sxeellency. 

These  lands,  so  entered,  and  which  aire  now  for  a  second 
time  proclaimed  for  sale,  comprise  the  homesteads  of  a  large 
number  of  actual  settlers  in  our  territory,  who  purchased 
their  lands  of  the  government  in  guod  faith,  for  the  purpose 
of  actual  settlement,  who  have  been  living  upon  them  for 
years,  have  long  paid  taxes  upon  them,  have  opened  and  cuK 
tivated  farms,  erected  permanent  and  substantial  buildings, 
and  exhausted  upon  them,  in  many  instances,  all  their  means 
in  making  improvements,  and  in  providing  a  home  for  them- 
selves and  their  families.

To  expose  these  lands  again  to  sale  would  be  to  strip  a 
large  number  of  the  settlers  in  our  territory  of  their  dear- 
bought  homes,  to  invite  cupidity  and  avarice  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  poor  and  the  necessitous,  to  open  the  door  to  op- 
pression and  injustice,  and  to  hazard  the  peace  and  welfare 
of  an  important  portion  of  our  territory. 

hx  view  of  all  these  fa^ts,  and  urged  by  the  most  importaBt 
c^^isiderations  of  public  policy  and  publis  justice,  and  aa  the 
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only  efiectual  means  of  protecting  and  securing  the  rights  of 
innocent  parties,  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  territory  of 
Wisconsin  respectfully  and  most  earnestly  petition  Your  Ex< 
cellency  to  withhold  from  sale  all  lands  embraced  in. the  late 
proclamation  for  sale  oC  lands  in  the  Mineral  Point  land  dis- 
trict, to  be  held  on  the  24th  of  May  next,  which  haye  been. 
preTioosly  entered  at  the  land   office  in  said  district,  or 
granted  by  the  Uiyted  States  for  any  other  puipose.

To.  the  HonoraMe  the  Semate  and  House  of'Bkpretentatitts 
of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled: 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  tfie  Territo- 
ry of  Wisconsin,  respectfully  sheweth : 

That  some  time  in  the  month  of  December,  A.  D.  1839,  a^ 
band  of  Winnebago  Indians,  consisting  of  about  seventy  per-- 
sons,  and  comincrfrom  the  west  side  of  the  Wisconsin  river,. 
a  region  to^ which  the  Indiantille  had  not  been  extinguished, 
farcihly  enleredand  took  possession  of  the  buildings  and  farm 
of  Elbert  Dickenson,  of  Columbus,  ih^  Pbrtage  couniy,.  in  the- 
territory  of  Wisconsin,  on  the  east  side  ofthe  Wiiiconsin  riv* 
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er :  that  Mch  posseasioa  wss  retsinei  hy  the  mi  Indkiis 
until  some  time  in  Matdi  foUcMm^ ,  dmring  which  time  they 
tabsiBted  upon  the  pr^vivxoDB  of  the  and  Elbert  IKckeneon  un- 
til the  whole  was  exhausted. 

Your  memorialists  further  shew  that  the  damage  sustained 
hy  the  said  Elbert  Dickenson,  by  reason  of  such  forcible  oc- 
cupation of  his  farm,  and  consumption  of  his  provisioin  was 
rery  great  The  wheat  alone  consumed  by  them  amounted 
to  twelve  hundred  bushels,  of  the  value  as  estimated  by  six 
sworn  appraisers,  of  nine  hundred  and  seventy  dollars. 

Believing  that  under  the  act  of  June  30th,  1834,  common- 
ly called  the  Indian  intercourse  act,  his  losses  would  be  re- 
funded, he  applied  to  the  war  department  for  redress  and 
compensation. 

His  application  to  that  department  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  his  case  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  of 
that  act,  and  that  therefore  the  department  could  not  issue  an 
order  for  the  payment  of  the  claim  out  of  the  Indian  annuity. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  recommend  the  case  of  this 
claimant  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  your  honorable 
body,  and  trust  the  guaranty  of  the  United  States,  given  in 
the  aforementioned  act,  for  the  eventual  indemnification  of 
persons  whose  property  has  in  such  manner  been  taken,  sto^ 
len  or  destroyed,  will  be  made  available  for  the  benefit  of 
this  claimant.

To  the  Hon.  Senate  and  House  of  Representativa^  in  Con^ 
gress  assembled : 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri* 
tory  of  Wisconsin  respectfully  sheweth : 

That  the  time  extended  to  pre-emptore  of  public  land  has 
failed  in  the  object  designed  by  congress  in  the  passing  of 
said  act,  from  the  fact  that  one  year  is  not  sufficient  to  enable 
the  settler  to  realize  any  profits  from  said  lands. 

Tour  memorialists  would  therefore  represent  that  those 
persons  who  wish  to  settle  on  government  lands,  and  receive 
the  benefit  of  such  pre-emption  laws,  are,  as  a  general  things 
persons  of  small  means,  and  very  frequently  with  large  fam- 
ilies^  and  that  one  year  is  but  jwt  sufficient  to  enable  them 
to  get  in  a  crop  and  provide  a  shelter  for  their  families. 

Your  memorialista  would  therefore  pray  your  honorable 
body  to  pass  a  law  extending  the  time  to  five  years,  believ- 
ing  that  the  ends  of  justice,  humanity,  and  the  interests  of 
the  country  generally  would  be  subserved  thereby. 

Yoar  memorialists  wiould  fVirther  represent,  that  the  prac- 
tice of  selling  the  public  lands  in  large  quantities  to  individ* 
Hals  or  companies,  which  land  is  not  designed  for  immediate 
cultivation,  is  a  serious  drawback  on  tho  prosp^ity  ot  the 
coiitttry,  large  bodies  of  such  lands  being  at  this  time  uncul- 
tivated, and  held  at  such  high  prices  that  it  cannot  be  pur- 
chased for  sach  purposes.  Therefore  your  petitioners  pray 
your  honorable  body  to  pass  a  law  restricting  the  sales  of 
{mblic  lands  to  actual  settlers.  , 

Your  memorialists  would  further  resp^tfuUy  suggest  that 
the  sales  of  the  public  laniis  in  this  territory  would  be  greatly 
increased  by  Jthe  passage  of  a  law  hf  which  the  jauaimom

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valuaMe  htmbering  and  mineral  resources  of  that  portion  of 
owr  territoiy.

caused  said  section  to  be  sold,  and  the  nett  proceeds  arising

That  hy  the  late  proclamation  issued  by  the  president  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  sale  of  lands  in  the  Mineral  Point 
land  district,  in  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,  to  be  held  at  Min- 
eral Point,  on  the  24th  day  of  May  next,  a  large  number  of 
tracts  of  land  are  proclaimed  for  sale,  which  were  entered  at 
the  Mineral  Point  land  office  several  years  ago,  some  of  them 
as  early  as  1834,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  regulating  the  sales  of  the  public  lands.  Some  of  the 
lands  were  entered  by  pre-emption,  and  some  were  purchased 
at  public  sale,  at  prices  varying  from  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  to  sixty  dollars  per  acre.  The  principal  value  of  these 
lands  at  present  has  been  given  to  them  in  many  cases  by  the 
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Ubor  and  improTemmits  of  die  pioneer  settlers- of  the  cooBtijr, 
who  came  to  the  oountry  at  an  eady  di^,  uid  were  ejqgoeed  ta 
aU  the  hardships  and  piirations  jjecnliar  to  the  aettl^Baenl 
of  a  n,ew  and  wild  country.  Thos^  privations  and  hardships 
can  be  appreciated  by  those  and  those  only  who  are  acquaint* 
ed  with  the  nature  and  character  oE  savage  and  uncivilized 
Indian  tribes^  with  which  Wisconsin,,  in  the  days  of  the  early 
settlemeiU  of  this  portion  of  the  country  was  filled.  These 
settlers  have,  by  their  own  hands,  subdued  the  forests^  cul-^ 
tivated  the  prairies,  opened  the  mines,  constructed  roads,. 
&;c.,  and.  have  thus  done  much  and  every  thing  towards  de- 
veloping the  rich  resources  of  the  countrv,  and  paving  the 
way  fpr  the  unparalleled  growth  and  settlement  of  the  rich- 
est portion  of  the  hitherto  public  domain  of  the  United  States. 

In  other  instances  these  lands.  ha.ve  beeo.sold,  and  trans- 
ferred by  the  original  settlers,  to>  other  pex^ons,  who  have 
purchased,  in  good  faith,  and  paid  large  considerations  for 
improvements  thereon»  and  from,  time  to  time  have  made 
further  and  other  valuable  improvements,  equal  in  many  in- 
stances to  five  times,  at  least,  the  original  value  of  the  land. 
These  Lands  so  entered,  and  transferred  firomJndividual  to  in*. 
dividual,  in  some  cases  many  times,  and  by  deeds  of  warran- 
ty, are  now  offered^  ipr  sale  a  second  time  under  proclama- 
tion. 

As  the  most  injurjous  and  disastrous,  oonsequenoes  would 
result  tp  a  large  and  resp^table^  portion  of  the  citixena  of 
Wisconsin,  if  the  lands  entered  and  paid  for  should  again  be 
disposed  of  at  public  sale,  the  legislative  assembly  -of  the 
territory  of  Wisconsin,  deem  it  an  act  of  duty  to  the  people 
residing  in  said  distiiqt,  to  address  your  honorable  body  in 
their  behalf. 

Your  memorialists  regard .  the  welfare  of  any  one  portion 
of  the  territory  as  intimately  connected  with  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  the  whole,  and  therefore,  that  whoever  concerns 
the  prosperity  of  the  people  of  the  western  part  of  the  terri- 
tory affects  more  or  less  all  other  portions  of  the  t^rritoiy* 

Of  the  highest  importance  to  the  settlers  of  the  country  is 
the  tenure  by  which  they  hold  their  lands..  If  the  tenure  be 
fi^ed,  stable,  and  permanent,  industry  is  encourged,  perma^ 


nent  anfl  valtiaUe  impravements  are  made,  itnd  t  settled  aiyd 
thrifty  population  occupy  the  soil. 

If  ihet^  have  been  occasional  instances  of  fraud  in  this  eA>> 
try  of  lands,  offered  for  sale,  it  is  resipectfnily  suggested  that 
the  judicial  tribunals  of  the  land  are  alone  the  proper  tribu- 
nals to  investigate  such  matters  and  apply  the  proper  remedy^ 
and  that  again  to  etpose  to  sale  the  Hands  embraced  in  said 
proclamation,  which  have  been  once  entet^ed,  "S^ithout  such 
entries  having  been  set  aside  as  fraudulent,  by  a  decree  of  a 
competent  judicial  tribunal,  Would  be  making  the  innocent 
purchaser  suffer  from  the  act  of  the  fraudulent,  and  would  be 
fraught  with  injustice  and  ruin  to  a  large  number  who  have 
violated  no  law,  and  who  are  not  obnoxious  to  the  slightest 
chaifre  of  having  wronged  or  defrauded  the  government.  If 
the  object  of  the  contemplated  sale  be  to  reach  cases  of  fraud 
in  the  entry  of  these  lands,  the  result  will  be,  that  where  the 
fraud  is  rebuked  by  teadHRg  ofte  who  really  has  practised 
fraud  in  the  entry  and  purchase  of  any  such  land,  many  per- 
sons enllirely  innocent  of  any  sncb  fraudt  wko  are  holding 
lands  as  grantees,  perhaps  five  or  six  tran^rs  remote  from 
the  original  purchaser  at  the  land  ofic«,  wouM  be  entirely 
stripped  of  the  property,  and  who  wo«]d  be  left  without  any 
remedy  whatever,  the  original  purchase  being  dead,  having 
removed  from  the  country,  or  utterly  insolvent ;  such  persons 
having  puschased  in  good  faith,  relying  more  for  the  sotnd- 
neas  of  their  title,  and  their  security  in  their  homes,  upon  the 
government,  than  upon  the  pecuniary  responsibility  of  their 
grantors.  To  expose  these  lands  to  sde,  then,  would  be  to 
atrip  a  large  number  of  the  settlers  of  our  territory  of  their 
•dear  bought  -homes,  to  take  from  them  thousands  of  dollars 
of  the  hard  earnings  of  years  of  toil  and  labor,  which  they 
have  brought  upon  these  lands,  and  inveitted  in  the  form  o^ 
improvements,  to  invito  cupidity  [and  avarice,  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  poor  and  necessitous,  to  open  tliedoor  to  opMssion 
and  mjostiee,  and  to  hazard  the  peace  and  the  welfare  of  an 
important  portion  of  our  territory.  The  disastrona  efib(^s, 
and  the  inevilabie  ruin  [of)  a  large  number  of  our  best  and 
mogtvnlttrprisiiigestiaeffs  conseifnent  dpon.  a  reai^  of  dM  te* 
fiavoaMfttkniei  kdlt,  and  die  sevioua^Aelaupon  the  pvei* 
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perityof  our  territory,  now  about  emei^ing  from  territoritl 
dependence  to  the  poi$i lion  of  a  sovereign  and  independent 
state,  cannot  fail  to  be  obvious  to  3'our  honorable  body.  In 
view  of  all  these  facts  urged  by  the  most  important  consid* 
erations  of  public  poliey  and  public  and  private  justice,  and 
as  the  only  effectual  means  of  protecting  and  aeeuring  the 
rights  of  innocent  parties,  the  legislative  assembly  of  the 
territory  of  Wisconsin  respectfully  and  most  earnestly  peti- 
tion your  honorable  body,  to  provide  by  law,  for  withholding 
from  sale  all  lands  in  the  Mineral  Point  land  disirict  hereto* 
fore  sold,  and  for  the  i96uing  of  patents  for  all  lands  purcha* 
sed  at  said  land  office,  saving  such  entries  as  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be,  declared  fraudulent  entries,  by  the  proper 
tribunals.

A  MEMORIAL 

To  the  congress  of  the  Uuited  States  in  relation 
to  the  improvement  of  the  Des  Moine  and 
Bock  BLver  Bapids  of  the  Mississippi  riven 

To  the  Honorable  the  Sejtate  and  House  of  Rqkne$aUaims 
of  the  United  States: 

Your  memorialists,  the  Council  and  House  of  RejiFeacota* 
tif  ea  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  beg  leare  again  to  urge 
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upon  yoiir  attontion  the  importance  of  impToViDg  tlie  naviga- 
tion of  the  Mississippi  river,  by  removing  the  obstructions  at 
the  rapids.  It  is  well  known  to  your  honorable  body  that  the 
only  obstraction  to  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
from  its  mouth  to  the  Fails  of  St.  Anthony,  are  the  Det* 
Moine  rapids  near  the  southern  boundary  of  Iowa,  and  the 
Rock  river  rapids  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  above. 
These  rapids  c^t  oflf  the  navigation  of  the  river  for  steam 
boats,  except  at  periods  of  high  water,  in  general  not  exceed- 
ing two  months  per  year.  During  the  greater  part  of  the 
season,  all  freight  passing  up  or  down  the  river  has>  to  be 
towed  over  the  rapids  in  keels,  at  great  risk,  delay,  and  ex- 
pense, or  transported  by  land,  a  distance  of  about  twelve 
miles.  The  extent  of  the  obstruction  to  navigation  is  such  as 
to  make  the  cost  of  transportation  from  St.  Louis  to  Galena, 
while  the  rapids  are  impassable  for  steam  boats,  double,  and 
often  four  times  as  great  as  when  boats  can  pa.^s  freely 
through.  Many  boats,  also,  are  shattered,  and  large  amounts 
of  property  destroyed  every  year  in  attempting  to  make  the 
passage.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  Mississippi  river, 
for  seven  hundred  miles  above  the  lower  rapids,  runs  through 
the  most  fertile  and  beautiful  country  in  the  west,  and  is  the 
natural  highway  for  all  the  commerce  of  that  vast  and  teem- 
ing valley;  when  it  is  considered  that  all  the  produce  of  the 
lead  mines,  all  the  grain,  and  other  productions  of  this  re- 
gion must  seek  a  market,  and  all  its  supplies  in  return  be 
borne  upon  the  Mississippi ;  and  when  it  is  considered  with 
what  rapidity,  hitherto  unparalleled,  this  region  is  increasing 
in  population  and  wealth,  it  will  be  seen  what  great  inter- 
ests, present  an  J  prospective,  will  be  subserved  by  the  im- 
provement to  which  we  have  felt  it  our  duty  to  call  your  al- 
tention.  It  is  believed  from  careful  estimates,  that  the  an- 
nual loss  to  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  Iowa  and  Illinois,  in 
the  increased  price  of  transportation  caused  by  the  rapids, 
amounts  to  as  much  as  the  whole  cost  of  removing  them, 
large  though  it  be.  Sound  policy  and  the  interests  of  the 
country  evidently  demand  this  improvement.  Tliat  it  is  con- 
sttmtional,  that  It  is  within  the  power,  and  is  the  duty  of  the 
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general  goTenu(nent  to  keep  cigen  the  chanvel  of  Ihk.great 
ann  of  the  ocean,  seems  to  be  agreed  by  those  who  contend 
for  the  most  strict  construction. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  respectfully  urge  upcm  you  the 
importance. and  nece^isity  of  this  work,  and  pray  that  an  ap- 
propriation may  be  immediately  made  to  accomplish  it.  And 
the  President  of  the  United  States  is  most  respectfully  re- 
.quested  to  sanction  the  Uw  making  said  appropriation,  should 
one  be  made  by  congress.

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I%al  tbe  astaWiAmeBt  of  the  above  nmii  loutes  wonld  be 
a  very  great  convenience  to  numeioaa  settlers  and  residents, 
in  a  prosperous  and  rapidly  improving  section  of  country,  in 
affording  them  mail  facilities  of  which  they  are  now  entirely 
destitute,  short  of  traveling  from  five  to  ^teen  miles  to  reach 
the  nearest  existing  post  offices.

MEMORIAL 

To  congress  for  the  reduction  of  the  price  of  even 
section  lands  on  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock 
river  canal  district. 

The  meTnorial  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
^f  the  Territory  of  tViseonsin  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
StaUi^  retpeafidly  sheweth: 

That  congress,  by  an  act  approved  February  18tli,  1838, 
jQiTanted  to  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Milwaukee  and  Rock  Ri^er  Canal,  one  half  of  a 
strip  of  land,  ten  mfles  wide,  along  the  route  of  said  canal, 
consisting  of  the  odd  numbered  sections  and  cfmbracing  about 
one  hundred  aad  Ibrty  thousand  acres. 

This  grant  seems  to  have  been  induced  by  the  belief  that 
ty  the  aid  dius  given  the  canal  would  be  speedily  construct- 

32 
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ed,  and  thereby  the  value  ofthepsUic  lands  la  its  riciatty 

would  be  largely  increased. 

Accordingly  the  minimum  price  of  these  lands,  as  well  of 
the  odd  sections  granted  to  the  territory,  as  of  the  even  sec- 
tions retained  by  the  government,  was  fixed  by  the  act  of 
congress  at  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre.  The  pro- 
ject of  constructing  the  canal,  however,  wa?  found  to  b3  far 
beyond  the  available  resources  of  the  company  and  of  the 
territory,  ;ind  has  long  since  been  abandoned  by  both.  In 
the  mean  time,  however,  large  numbers  of  settlers,  invited 
by  the  prospective  improvement  of  the  country  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  canal,  located  upon  these  lands,  and  made 
valuable  improvements  thereon,  awaiting  the  time  when 
they  should  be  offered  in  market  at  the  enhanced  price  placed 
on  them  as  aforesaid. 

The  abandonment  of  the  work  has  been  to  all  these  enter- 
prising and  meritorious  individuals  a  source  of  deep  disap- 
pointment and  irreparable  injury  after  many  years  of  anxious 
suspense,  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  territory,  at  its  pres- 
ent session  has  given  relief  to  the  settlers  on  the  odd  section^ 
by  passing  an  act  authorizing  the  sale  of  all  the  unsold  por- 
tions of  the  lands  granted  to  the  territory,  at  the  minimum 
price  of  one  dollar  and  thenty-five  cents  per  acre.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  a  large  portion  of  these  sections  will  be  sold  du- 
ring the  ensuing  year. 

The  settlers  on  the  even  sections  present  equal  claims  to 
the  interposition  of  congress  for  their  relief.  No  reason  seem* 
to  exist  why  these  lands  should  be  held  at  a  higher  price  per 
acre  than  the  adjacent  portions  of  the  public  domain.  On  the 
the  contrary,  after  many  years  of  delay  and  suspense,  ii 
would  seem  that  the  government  ought  not  to  add  to  the  dt>- 
appointment  arising  from  the  abandonment  of  the  canal,  the 
further  injury  of  demanding  double  the  ordinary  price  of  tht 
public  lands.  The  restoratian  of  the  even  sections  to  the 
price  imposed  on  them  before  the  illusive  promise  of  a  pal- 
lie  improvement  to  enhance  their  value,  was  held  oni,  woak 
seem  to  be  the  dictate  equally  of  true  equily  an4  scmnd  poll- 
cv- 
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Many  of  these  lands  were  occupied  by  settlers  prior  to  the 
set  of  1838,  by  which  they  were  taken  out  of  the  market  and 
the  settlers  cut  off*  from  the  ordinary  pre-emption  rights  then 
existing  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  Justice  requires 
that  these  settlers,  and  especially  those  who  located  before 
the  act  of  1838  should  be  restored  to  the  rights  enjoyed  by 
settlers  on  all  the  other  public  lands. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  ask  that  the  even  sections  be- 
longing to  the  canal  tract  aforesaid  shall  be  placed  in  market 
at  the  same  price  and  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  in  all 
respects  as  ail  the  other  public  lands  in  the  Milwaukee  land 
district. 

They  also  respectfully  represent  that  ail  such  persons  as 
may  hare  heretofore  purchasfed  laods  in  said  sectimis  at  the 
minimum  price  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  being 
an  increase  of  one  dollar  and  twenty^five  cents  per  acre^  in 
consequence  of  the  proposed  improyements  now  abandoned, 
should  be  repaid  the  amount  of  such  increased  rates,  on  ma* 
king  due  proof  of  the  facts  to  the  proper  land  officers.  And 
your  memorialists  pray  that  provision  may  be  made  by  law 
for  the  relief  of  purchasers  in  all  such  cases,  by  giving  the 
actual  settlers  of  the  said  even  section  lands  one  year  pre- 
emption to  the  same.

MEMORIAt 

Of  the  council  and  houAe  of  ];epre$^ataUyes  of 
the  territory  of  Wi^consin^  tp  the  senate  of 
tUe  United  States,  i^pon  the  subject  of  a  trea- 
ty with  the  Menomonee  tribe  of  I^dia^o/s,  Ibc 
the  Idncjls  north  of  the  Fox.  riy^r. 

The  niemoridl  (^  the  Council  and  House  o^  Rjspresentatires, 
of  the  Territory  of  Wiscoimny'to  the  Senate  of  the  United' 
ibtat-es^  respect ftilly  sheweth  :• 

That  a  large  and.intei:estiiTig  pprlion  gf  our  territory  lying 
north  of  the  Fox,  and  between  the  WoU  aqd  Wiscopsin  riv-. 
crs,  in  close  proximity  to  densely  settled  counties,  is  stiil.held 
autl  occvpied  by  the  Menomonee  tribe  of  Indians. 

Various  considerations  of  interest  to  this  territory,  imj)eri-. 
ofj^lv  demand  the  earliest  possible  exli^nguishment  of  ihe 
Indian  title  to  those  lands.  On  the  8th  day  of  August,  1646, 
con ::ress  paf§ed  an  act  appropriating  to  t,he  §iale  of  Wis-. 
cousin  a  certain  quantity  of  land,  equal  to  pne-half  of  three 
j-tvm'ons  fen  width,  on  each  side  of  the  Fox  river,  and  the. 
lakes  through  which  ilpassei,  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers  and  constructing  a  canal  tOv 
connect  theisame,  which  land^  ate  to  be  selected  by  the  gov- 
erDor  of  the  state  of  Wiscoosm. 

Previous  to  the  passage  of  this  act  n^uch  of  the  vahiabte. 
land  ibe«  fn  msrket  upon  tbe  said  river  and  lakes  bad  alrea^ 
ij  been  piicchased,  and  passed  from  the  possession  of  the 
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goTernmenti  cotiMqaemtly  the  selectimi  of  the  necessary 
quantity  of  land  to  complete  the  said  work,  the  locatioo  of 
which  will  be  required  immediately  upon  the  organizstion 
of  our  state  government  the  ensuing  season,  cannot  be  made 
jn  good  lands  from  tluil  |aitef  the  ceservption  now  in  market. 

Hence  will  be  seen  the  imperious  necessity  of  the  early 
extinguishment  of  this  Indian  title,  in  order  that  the  stale 
may  avail  itself  of  the  benefits  of  this  important  grant  of  coo- 
gress.  But  this  interest  is  not  the  onfy  important  interest  to 
the  state  of  Wisconsin  that  would  be  injuriously  aflfected 
by  a  delay  of  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian  ti  le  to  those 
lands.  ^ 

At  the  present  rate  of  purchase  and  location  by  military 
land  tvanrants,  another  year  willnearly  complete  the  sales  ui 
the  desirable  portion  of  agricultural  lands  lying  south  of  the 
Fox  riv^r  reservation^  consequently  these  lands  will  be  want- 
ed for  immediate  settlement; 

Your  memorialists  are  also  informed,  and  believe  that  this 
tract  of  country,  in  addition  to  large  quantities  of  valuable 
{Agricultural  lands  embraces  some  of  the  best  pine  lands  u* 
bo  found  in  Wisconsin,  and  directly  connected  with  a  larce 
and  extensive  agricultural  district  on  the  south  totally  des- 
titute of  this  valuable  kind  '  of  timber.  Hence  another  im- 
portant consideration  for  the'  speedy  sale  of  the  lands  allu- 
ded to. 

In  presenting  these  considerations  for  an  early  treaty  ^i-.^ 
the  Menomonees  for  these  valuable  lands,  your  meraoriaii*:^ 
are  aware  that  however  desirable  would  be  the  accomphsb- 
mcnt  of  this  important  object,  they  are  constrained  to  be 
lieve  that  under  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  following 
clause  of  a  resolution  of  the  honorable  senate  adopted  on  th3 
third  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1S42,  viz :  **  that  in  future  necrc- 
tialions  of  Indian  treaties  no  reservation  of  land  should  • 
ifiadc  in  favor  of  avy  person^  nor  ihe  payment  ^of  any  dt;r*« 
provided  for,"  it  will  be  in  vain  to  attempt  to  treat  with  ih- 
tribe  of  Indians. 

Your  memorialists  ;are  satisfied :  and  belitiRe  that  ibcsc  lu 
dians^are  thonesily  and.honorhbly  i^idebied*  to  ic^nain  Inii: lu 


traders,  wbo are  allied  (pthem  hy  ioterfliarr]afe,akd  wbobtTe 
resided  long  on  their  borderf,  aod  who  in  seasons  of  want  and 

(lidtress,  by  sickness  and  by  famine,  have  contribnted  liberally 
Co  (heir  necessitieSi  by  supplies  of  provisions  and  goods,  and 
that  no  considerations  ^aa  ^e  o9|rc4  JUb  induce  these  Indians 
to  treat  for  their  lands  except  upon  condition  of  payment  by 
moaeyi  OS  {frants  of  laadt  to  ^be  creditois  aail  friemds  who 
hare  tboa  aided  tbesn  in'distress«  ]adeed«  mt4  4be  failest 
conviction  that  proper  credits  have  been  given  them,  your 
memoriali:st8  believe  that  any  attempt  \o  urge  them  to  ihake 
sale  of  their  lands  without  a  ^  provision  for  such  payment 
would  be  urging  them  to  dishonor  a^id  violate  a  legal  and 
moral 'obligatioq,  as  binding  as  any  in  civilized  life. 

In  view  of  all  the  premises,  ycrur  memorialists  most  res- 
pectfully ask  your  honorable  body  a  reconsideration  of  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  resolution  ajlnded  to,  that  the 
appropriation  since  made  by  congress  for  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  a  treaty  with  that  tribe  of  Indians  may  be  made 
available,  and  all  the  benefits  depending  upon  an  early  sur- 
vey and  sale  of  those  valuable  lands  be  realized  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Wisconsin.

That  these  families,  had  madii^ permanent  impveTements  on 
the  said  land,  having  erected. houses,.  bioken.uQ  aud  fencei 
yieif  lands,  and  put  in*  crops.. 

That  in  the  sumroec  of  1840iafter  the-  confirmatiou;  of  tb. 
reseive  by  congress  as  aforesaid^  the  said  settlers  were  for:: 
bly  driven  ofiF  from  their  farms  and  houses  by  the  miIttar}'o 
Fort  Soelling,  their  houses  wene  torn,  down,  their,  persons 
property  in  many  cases  wantonly  destioyed;.  their  grpwin, 
crops  deprived  of  their  cere  and  attention«.uttecly  lost,  and  ih 
several  families  directly  damaged  in  their  property  to  tb 
amount  of  al  least  fiLve  hundred  dollars  each« 

That  some  of  these  families  hAve  not  to  this  day  recovere 
from  the  losses  and  injuries  which  they  sustained  by  the  ocl 
rages  of  the  military  ia  the  year  1840  as  aforesaid-  , 

Your  memorialists  would  fiuther  respectfully  repressi 
thai  the  reservation  on  the  east  side  of  the  Misaisaippsj 
useless  to  the  military  station  on  the  opposite  aide  of  i| 
said  liver,  the  reservation  ott  the>  west  aide  loiimsdiat^ 
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vowid  th«  fort  being  as^y  anffident  for  all  the  purposes  of 
thegerrisoB. 

Yonrimemofiflilists'wodld  ifertberv4[vesent  that  the  milita* 
Ty  reservation  on  the  east  side*of  the  Mississippi  riTer,  em- 
l)races  the  only  eonyemeol  sleam  b<>st  landing  on  that  side  of 
the  riTor,  for  filteen  miles  below  the  head  of  navigation,  and 
that  great  ineoovenienee  is  experieaoed  by  the  inhabitants 
of  the  surroondiogt  conotfy  frem  being  eaocludedfrom  its  use. 
In  consideration  of  the  facts  abo^e  set  forth  and  as  an  act 
of  justice  to  the 'former  settlers  on  the  reserve  aforesaid,  your 
memorialists  reepectfuily  and  earnestly  ask  that  the  military 
reserve  of  Fort  SneUnig,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Missis- 
sippiymay  be  rataed,  and  that  the  right  of  pre-emption  Oh  the 
aforesaid  tract  may  be  granted  to  the  original  settlers  there- 
on, for  the  farms  which  they  occupied  and  had  improved,  uo« 
til  they  were  driven  from  them  by  force  and  arms  by  the  mil- 
itary of  Fort  Snelling  in  the  year  1840.

That  the  present  laws  relating  to  pre-emption  to  public 
lands  are  of  but  little  benefit  to  those  citizens  which  it  is  be- 
lieved they  are  intended  to  benefit;  that  those  persons  who 
take  advantage  from  the  pre-emption  laws  are  generally  per- 
sons of  limited  means,  but  of  industrious  habits ;  that  one 
year  is  an  insufficient  time  to  improve  the  lands  thus  claim- 
ed and  reap  sufficient  profit  therefrom  ta  enter  such  land ; 
but  that  if  the  time  of  pre-emption  was  extended  to  two 
3*ears  it  would  enable  ihe  claimants  to  realize  from  the  pro* 
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duct  of  BUf h  iMoiB  a  suffieiMt  ftoAx  whefO^Ui  to  eaier  the 

land  thus  claimed,  and  that  such  extension  would  not  in  aay- 
wise  prejudice  the  interest  of  the  United  States,*  but  would 
on  the  other  hand  further  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  and 
encourage  citizens  of  good  habits  to  .earn  an  honorable  and 
respectable  living.
